The 
official plan designates the 
Marshal's land as rural, 
environmental protection 
and prime agricultural, 
while for a motocross track 
would mean the land would 
likely have to be re-zoned

It also appears that a split 
and some resentment has 
built up in the small 
community of Queensbor 
ough between the two 
factions: One side is against 
the continued breaking of 
the law by the Marshals (as 
they see it) while the other 
side appears to be against 
someone telling someone 
_else what they can or can't 
do in the community. Many 
fingers seem to be pointing 
at Mr. and Mrs. Vastokas as 
the sole villians in the 
_matter, but besides the two 
other names appearing on 
much of the correspon 
dence between the people 
involved in the battle, 
apfroximately 42 names 
also appear on a petition 
taken in Queensborough 
last year. 

It appears the battle will 
continue as tha, present 
injunction runs out on July 
2, 1981, and it appears that 
the Marshals could conceiv 
ably try to stage another 
race. The neighbors now 
appear certain to take court 
action, which may decide 
the issue once and for all.

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Pesticides prove potent with pollinators 


prisingly little attention, im 
light of its potential serious- 
ness, is the effects 3 
pesticides on pollinators 
and, through them, on both 
cultivated food plants and 


wild plants. 
Most of the world’s major 
food crops - wheat, rice, 


potatoes, corn, millets, and 
the like - are not dependent 
on biological agents for 
pollination. On a world 
scale, about 15 per cent of 
man’s dict. comes from 
cultivated plants which are 
dependent upon, or at least 
benefited by, cross- 
pollination by insects. In 
Canada, the list includes 
apples, cherries, plums, 
raspberries, cranberries, 
cole crops, and cucumbers. 
insect-pollinated forage le- 
gumes such as alfalfa, red 
clover, sweet clover, alsike, 
and birdsfoot trefoil are 
imporsant for the production 
of beef and milk. Bacteria in 
nodules in the roots of these 
legumes enrich the soil by 


changing nitrogen of the air 
into a form which plants can 
use. Insect pollinators, 
overall, make a very sub- 
stantial, contribution to our 
economy. They. are also 
essential to the survival of 
many species of wild plants. 


The Pesticides and the 
Pollinators 

Of the several kinds of 
pesticides, only the in- 
secticides - chemicals used 
against insect pests - cause 


appreciable injury to pol-— 


linators. Although the use 
of herbicides against weeds 
may reduce their food 
sources, there is little 
evidence of any direct toxic 
effect of herbicides on the 
pollinators themselves. 
Neither have ‘fungicides, 
used to control plant 
diseases, been implicated. 

The majority of pollina- 


tors. in the temperate 
regions of North America 
are bees: honeybees, 


bumblebees, alkali bees and 
leaf-cutting bees. Some live 
in colonies, or societies, 
while others are soljtary. 
Because of widespread com- 
mercial beekeeping, honey- 
bees are the most numerous 
ind conspicuous pollinators 
if food crops. They are the 
mly pollinators kept for a 
ourpose other than pollina- 
ion. For this reason, most 
studies of insecticide effects 


save been made on honey-, 


bees. 


Effects of Insecticides on 


Honeybees 

Bees may come into 
direct contact with in- 
secticides if spraying is 


contaminated nectar, 
pollen, or water. Poisoning 


is most likely to occur when. 


insecticides are applied to 
crops which are in flower.

Usually the first indication 
of poisoning is the accumu- 
lation of an abnormally high 
number of bees at the 
entrance to the hive. Some- 
times the faster-acting in- 
secticides kili most of the 
contaminated field bees 
before they can return to the 
give, and their loss may 
escape detection by the 
beekeeper. If insecticide 
effects are restricted mostly 
to the field bees, a 
beekeeper may fail to 
realize that his colony has 
suffered heavy looses. A 
strong colony could restore 
its active field force to a 
normal level within about 
three weeks. More 
damaging than rapid kill of 
field bees are the effects of 
slower-acting but highly 
toxic chemicals such as 
carbaryl and encapsulated 
methyl parathion. These 
may be carried back to the 
colony and incorporated into 
the food of the larvae. Thus 
subsequent generations of 
bees may be lost through 
failure of poisoned larvae to 
reach maturity. Very young 
adult bees are also ex- 
tremely susceptible to con- 
taminated food becatise 
they consume large quan- 
tities of pollen upon emer- 
gence from the pupal stage. 
If numbers are severely 
reduced through losses 
from contaminated food, 
colonies may fail to survive 
over winter, A loss of 1,250 
to 1,750 honeybees {repre- 
senting 2 to 3 per cent of the 
colony numbers) might be 
tolerated once in a season. 
A loss of more than 4,000 is 
disastrous. 


. Honeybee Poisoning in 


The heaviest losses of 
honeybees to insecticides 
occur in California, where 
the use of bees for crop 
pollination is the most 
highly developed of any- 
where in the world. Annual 
losses are estimated at 9 to 
10 per cent of all colonies. 
This\ number has been 
reduced from an_ earlier 
level of 15 per cent by 
observing the following 
kinds of precautions 


wherever possible: 1) us¢ of 
chemicals with the lowest 
bee hazard, and use of 
low-hazard formulations 
such as emyilsifiable con- 
centrates or solutions rather 
than dusts or wettable 
powders; 2) use of ground 
level rather than” aerial 
applications to reduce the 
risk of spray drift; 3) 
avoidance of spray applica- 
tion to flowering crops or 
areas adjacent to flowering 
crops; 4) application of 
sprays when bees are not 
foraging, ¢.g. in late 
evening or carly morning; 5) 
modification of spray pro- 
grams to take into account 
temperature effects on 
toxicity; most insecticides.. 
except some like carbaryl, 
are more toxic at higher 


temperatures. 
The key to the” main- 
tenance of an adequate 
supply of honeybees for 
pollination appears to be the 
beckeeper’s ability or 
willingness to tolerate the 
financial * loss from 
poisoning. 
The Situation in Ontario 
The use of honeybees 
specifically for pollination is 
much less widespread in 
Ontario than in California. 
In many parts there are 
enough indigenous bees, so 
that honeybees are not 
always essential to pollina- 
tion of such crops as apples, 
field cucumbers, and birds- 
foot trefoil. Where honey- 
bee colonies are brought in 
for pollination, particularly

Avoid unscrupulous contractors 


The coming of spring 


often brings unscrupulous 


home repair contractors to 
the surface right along with 
the spring flowers, warns 
the Ontario Ministry of 
Consumer and Commercial 
Relations. 

Ministry officiala warn 
homeowners to beware of 
contractors who say they 
‘just happen to be in your 
ncighborhood with their 
quipment. 

Before signing anything. 
set references and investi- 
gate them. If the contractor 
s reputable he will give you 
he time to get at least three 
written estimates, outlining 
what work needs to be done 
and how much it will cost. 

if you decide to sign a 
contract, find out who does 
the actual work. In many 
cases, the salesman simply 
selis the signed contract to 
another company. 


There are other door-to- 
door tricks you should watch 
for. A salesman offers to 
“‘inspect’’ your furnace, 
chimney or roof for free, 
then you are told immediate 
repair work is needed. The 
salesman, of course, offers 
to do the work and has a 


contract ready for your 
signature. 
Don’t be rushed into 


signing. If you suspect work 
is needed, take the time to 
choose your own contractor, 

Despite all your precau- 
tions you still might find 
you've fallen victim to an 
unscrupulous contractor. If 
so, you have. several al- 
ternatives. 

Under The Consumer 
Protection Act, you have a 
two day cooling off period if 
you sign a contract over $50 
in your home. The act gives 
you the right to break such a 
contract within two working 


days by sending a 
registered .Jetter to the 
company or by personally 
delivering a lette to the 
company. A phone call is 
not acceptable. 


The Business Practices 
Act says no company is 
allowed to engage in unfair 
business practices by 
making false, misleadirig or 
deceptive claims. If you feel 
the contractor made a clear 
misrepresentation, you may 


send a letter cancelling the 
agreement. If this doesn’t 
bring satisfaction you may 
take the contractor to court 
under the act.

Pick your siding

Although aluminum is 


popular, siding is also 
available in steel, vinyl and 
wood. If you're unsure 
about what to use, examine 
your reasons for wanting 
siding. For example, if you 
don't want to spend a lot of 
time on maintenance, 
choose a material that 
doesn't require regular 
washing, painting or 
Staining. 

st manufacturers pub- 
lish pamphlets describing 
their products. Write the 
companies or pick up copies 
at the local hardware or 
building supply store. Do-it- 
yourselfers can pick up 
extra tips at the public 
library. 

It's important to shop 
around. Get, at least three 
detailed written estimates 
that include a price break- 
down for all the work: cost 
of siding, installation, labor, 
after-sales service and any 
additional work such as 
installing new eavestrough- 
ing. 

Ask for references and 
check them out. Also check 


though they vary, most. 


metal sidings carry a 
20-year warranty. Others 
are pro-rated so the amount 
the manufacturer will pay 
for the product's replace, 
ment decreases each year. 
in cither case, the warranty 
doesn't cover defects 
caused by physical damage 
or mistakes in application. 

You should also know 
what the guarantee on the 
finish covers. Some types of 
siding are. not guaranteed 
against normal fading, 
chalking or pollution, the 
most frequent causes of 
siding damage. Other 
warranties require the 
owner to provide necessary 
maintenance when required 
to maintain warranty pro- 
tection. Find out also if the 
warranty is transferrable to 
a subsequent owner should 
you sell your home.

FARMERS URGED 
TO BE MANAGERS 


James Darlington, Bank 
of Montreal Agrologist,. 
spoke to members of the 
Hastings County Federation 
of Agriculture recently in 
Stirling. Mr. Darlington 
illustrated detrimental fac- 
tors such as borrowing 
money while not receiving 
the optimum rate of return 
on their investment. 

Mr. Darlington, who is an 
experienced farmer himself, 
stressed that farmers must 
become better financial 
managers. “‘Farmers must 
evaluate their goals and 
objectives as a business and 
determine what their needs 
are. Farmers should deve- 
lop a plan of action and then 
seek financial advice."’ 

Dramatic changes in 
farming have occurred in 
the last 20 years, with fewer 
and farger farms appearing. 

The growth of the 
average farm debt has also 
increased 
with the debt for an average 
farm of 75 per cent of the 
total assets. Farming has 

from a self-sufficient 


\ way of life to a commercial 


pusiness. . 
Mr. Darlington — said 
rs should use the tools 


~ that are available to them 


today such as developing a2 
plan of action and seeking 
financial advice. Some 
farmers are going to larger 
operations and are not 
planning properly. 

Farmers should plan 
ahead so that when they 
finish their farm career they 
have financial security. for 
their retirement. 


A farmer should decide 


. his objective in farming, 


and put this plan down on 
paper. He must then under- 
stand how the plan will work 
in reality. 

The plan will enable the 
farmer to map his equity 
and rate of return to know 
what his investment is 


actually accomplishing. It is _ 


important that a farmer give 
himself a margin so if 
something he had not 
anticipated, happens he will 
have the additional financial 
means to cope. 


Mr. Darlington said 
everything involving the 
total operation and living 
expenses must be taken into 
consideration and evaluated 
regularly. In starting out, 2 
farmer must know the 
amount of capital he has to 
work with and then compare 
the year's results with what 
he had set out in his plan. 


The use of credit must be - 


Mr. i stressed 
that "* farmers invest 
in ov i assets; 

a 


considerably, . 


equipment are of major 
concerns to farmers. 

“Credit is a two-edged 
sword making it necessary 
to use credit wisely,’" he 
said. 

“The interest rate situa- 
tion is very volatile, any- 
thing could happen,”’ added 
Mr. Darlington, 

Mr. Darlington said that, 
‘Farm loans in Quebec are 
guaranteed,” and that, 
“Ontario farmers are less 
subsidized than in any other 
‘province.”” 

The Hastings Federation 
of Agriculture president, 
Donald Farrell R.R, 2, 
Roslin explained interest 
rates are hurting all parts of 
society. 


“Interest rates hurt the 
farmer ten times as much,”’ 
he said. Mr. Farrell said the 
average farmer requires a 
large layout of capital, 
compared to the average 
household owner. Mr. 
Farrell further added that 
every $100 a farmer borrows 
goes back into society and 
helps create jobs. 

Farmers in Hastings 
County are receiving good 
feedback from elected re- 
presentatives in the riding 
concerning their protests of 
high interest rates. 

A closer liason has begun 
with provincial members of 
the legislature as well as 
MPs expressing their sup- 
port for farmers. 


Berries researched 


Strawberry research at 
the University of Guelph is 
aimed at making Ontario 
growers more competitive 
in the domestic processing 
market. 

Processors presently use 
very little of the Ontario 
crop, says Dr. Bill Evans of 
the department of horticul- 
tural science. They rely on 
berries from Poland, 
Mexico and California. 

Most Ontario straw- 
berries go to the fresh fruit 
market because of a rela- 
tively short harvest season 
and high harvesting costs. 
. The recent development 
of mechanical harvesters 
means Ontario growers can 
now compete with foreign 
producers of processing 
berries, says Dr. Evans. 

“We're trying to develop 
firmer berries adapted to 
both machine harvesting 
and shipping,’’ he says. 
‘*We're also trying’ to 
develop varieties which will 
extend the present harvest 


season. 
A big market exists for 
strawberries in the ice- 
cream and jam. industries, 
says Dr. Evans. Berries for 
these uses can be. mechani- 
cally harvested. 
Ontario-bred. berries will 
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Start grower trials.’ 


be superior to- imported 
processing berries, he says. 
Foreign growers usually 
harvest berries when they 
are past their prime and no 
longer suitable for the fresh 
fruit market. 

Ontario producers, says 
Dr. Evans, need berries for 
a once-over harvet so they 
must be long-stemmed and 
even-ripening. He is using 
wild varieties of straw- 
berries to achieve these 
characteristics. 


Producers in other areas, 
such as California, are not 
as interested in developing 
berries for machine har- 
vesting, he says, because 
their berries produce over a 
long period of time and they 
use machine harvesting 
only to clean off the crop. 


Every year Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food researchers at Guelph 
grow about 5,000 seedlings 
and work with 100 breeding 
stocks. This year’s trials at 
the University Guelph 
include $2 cultivars and 
selections. 

“We're very optimistic 
about a few of them,’’ says 
Dr. Evans, ‘‘and when we 
have enough plants we'll

On his $36,000-a-year job 
with tenure, he knows he 
cannot be fired. He feels 
free to criticize from his 
ivory tower, insulated from 
the tough situatioris farmers 
are in today. 

‘| wonder, too, how much 
checking he did to make the 
statements on television. It 
is unfortunate that only one 
side of the story is heard. 

Ralph Barrie, a farmer 
himself and president of the 
Ontario Federation of Agri- 
culture, maintains that the 
report to the economic 
council is unfounded, based 
on theories and Ycompari- 
sons that have little to do 
with the realities of farm- 
ing. 
“If these academics 
would climb down from 
their ivory towers and spend 


shoes, they'd , know this 
isn't thue,"” Barrie says. 
“Because quotas have a 
value, they (the economists) 
attach a hypothetical return 
of 12 per cent to that value. 
This amount, they say, is 
excess income, yet the 
farmer never receives this 
money. How can you pay 
(feed) bills with non-exis- 
tent interest?"" 


Barrie challenges the 
stateinent that Canadian 
dairy farmers are less 
productive than American 
farmers. 


*“*Those economists don't 
realize the two countries use 
different reporting me- 
thods. If you used the same 
methods, productivity 
would be roughly equal.:’ 

Barrie, along with hun- 
dreds of other farmers 
across Canada, is disgusted 
with a government body 
attacking one of the hardest 
working sectors of the 


Canadian economy. Farm- 
ers ace finding it almost 
impossible to survive with 
high input costs, banks 
charging usury rates and 
energy costs going right 
through the hay mow. 

‘ Horror stories keep com- 
ing about foreclosures. An 
excellent barometer of what 
is happening in the country 
is the huge number of farm 
auction sales. Just check the 
auction sale section of your 
favorite family journal these 
days and reflect that a great 
many of those sales are 
caused by farmers being 
forced out of business. They 
are the cold hard facts of 
farming today. Those adver- 
tisements are the hopes and 
dreams of hundreds of 
people reduced to the 
black-and-white of a world 
gone crazy. 


If something is not done 
for agriculture soon, Cana- 
da’s ability to feed itself will 
be crippled.

A warm summer evening 
might be the ideal setting 
for love, which in its various 
stages could range from 
luke-warm right through to 
‘sizzling’. But for a firefly, 
the glow of love is actually 
quite cool, for the light of 
their love-lamps is produced 
with almost no heat. 

Fireflies are actually se- 
veral species of beetles, 
which have the fortunate 
ability to hover like a 
helicopter. Beginning. at 
dusk, and for several hours 
thereafter, the fireflies 
weave their magic dance 
among the bushes and 
grasses, searching for a 
suitable mate. The waiting 
which sport a 


duller lamp, are attracted 
by the right sequence of 
flashes and emerge to 
respond with their own glow

That sequence of dots- 
and-dashes can be impor- 
tant. Some species flash 
only singly, others ‘in twos 


‘and threes; and one type

Occasionally 
all of the fireflies in an area 
flash in synchrony, as_ if 
beating time to some, 
invisible music. This pheno- 
mefion is more common in 
the tropics, where it is 
thought to be controlled by 
some mysterious combina- 
tion of humidity, tempera- 
ture and pressure, 

The light itself is pro- 
duced by special organs on 
the abdomen of the insects, 
by a combination of a 
chemical known as luciferin 
and an enzyme called

allowed into the small tubes 
of this organ, the resulting 
chemical reaction produces 
a glowing reddish or green- 
ish light. Surprisingly, the 
heat produced by this

Perhaps fireflies are one 
of the victims of our 
civilizatiom, since I never 


seem to see them in the city, 
even,though they are quite 
common yet in rural parts of 
Ontario. For-every genera- 


tion of children who will 
delight in the spectacle of 
glowing insects in a bottle, 


let's hope that they continue 
to thrive as part of our rich 
insect world.

Shades, blinds, drapes, 
or awnings will reduce the 
amount of heat entering the 
home through windows 
exposed to the sun. 

Energy-conscious land- 
scaping around your home 
can be important in main- 
taining a comfortable tem- 
perature inside. Shade- 
giving trees, for example. 
planted on the sunny side of 
the property will protect 
your home from much of the 
heat accompanying direct 
summer sunlight. 

Your furnace may have a 
fan switch to let you

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HASTY PsTO GATHER 


On Friday, July 10, 1981, 
the most Gistinguished Ca- 
nadian infantry Regiment in 
the Second World War will 
mark the 38th anniversary 
of its first action. The 
Hastings and “Prince Ed- 
ward Regiment landed on 
the beaches of Sicily to 
begin the liberation of 
Europe, when the Ist 
Canadian Division, part of 
Montgomery's Eighth Ar- 
my, went into action almost 
a year before other Cana- 
dians invaded Normandy. 

In subsequent fighting in 
Sicily, Italy and Holland, 
the Hasty Ps won more 
battle honors than any other 
Canadian infantry unit in 
that war. The regiment can 
trace its descent directly 
from militia battalions a- 
round the Bay of Quinte that 
sent men to the War of 
1812. Its traditions are 
carried on now by a militia 
battalion with companies in 
Belleville and  Peter- 
borough. 

In.the war that ended in 
1945, the regiment suffered 
346 fatal casualties. and 
1,300 men of all ranks were 
wounded. ‘‘It is well that we 
should remember the sacri- 
fice and deeds of these men 
and be inspired to rededi- 
cate ourselves to the service 
of Canada and mankind,” 
said Colonel Angus Duffy 
who landed in Sicily as 
Regimental Sergeant Ma- 
jor. . 

In the presence of the 
next-of-kin of some who 
gave their lives in.

Dad plays important role 


Fathers today, often have 
an opportunity to be in- 
volved in their child's 
development right from the 
first days of life — or even 
before, 
take part in prenatal clas- 
ses, and be present at the 
birth. Attitudes have 
changed from the time 
when child care was viewed 
as ‘‘women’s work’’. It is 
now recognized that a father 
who chooses to be actively 
involved in caregiving 
(feeding, bathing, playing, 
soothing) can do just. as 
good a job as mother. It 
seems that women simply 
get more practice and, 
therefore, seem to be more 
comfortable and skilled with 
these responsibilities. 

The benefits of father's 
active participation in ba- 
by’s life are reaped by 
mum, dad and baby. Early 
experience with a varied 
environment can help baby 
learn how’ to respond to 
novelty or difference in his 
surroundings. Any two peo- 
ple can provide variety (for 
example, mother and 
grandmother, in a single 
‘parent family), but . the 
contrasts between mum and 
dad are particularly inter- 
esting to a child. 

Fathers look different, 


sound different, feel differ- - 


-ent and react differently 
from mothers. It is often the 
case that fathers play with 
their children in a more 
active physical style — 
roughhousing, chasing, 
bouncing. Researchers have 
found that a father's great- 
est contribution to a child's 
physical. and mental devel- 
opment ‘comes from these 
play sessions. This finding 
isn't surprising since direc- 
tion, encouragement, praise 
and give and take are all 
part of the activity. 

For those who are con- 
cerned that they don’t 
spend as much time with 
their toddlers as they'd like 
to, it seems tht amount of

Watering advice 


Watering is an important 
part of summer lawn care 
according to gardening spe- 
cialists. 

Lawns tend to brown out 
and go dormant in dry, hot, 
mid-summer weather and 
require both food and water 
if they are to be healthy and 
green. 

Lawns should be watered 
thoroughly just once a 
week. Never give it a daily 
sprinkle. If only the surface 
is wetted then the grass 
roots will develop close to 
the surface and a few days 
of dry, hot weather will do 
more damage than if the 
roots are deep in the soil. 

To determine how much 
water you are putting on the 
lawn, place a large, empty 
can on the area being 
watered. When it has 
collected two inches of 
water 
nough. You can then move 
the sprinkler to another part 
of the lawn and repeat. 

If puddles form, you are 
watering too fast. Reduce 
the water flow and aerate 
the lawn with a fork so 
puddles drain away. 

Always water lawns early 
in the morning. Evening 
watering leaves the lawn 


wet all night, encouraging 
disease. Watering on hot 
summer days with cold 


water damages the grass.

To further protect roots, 
raise the lawn mower 1.5 cm 
(4% inch) in July and 
August. Taller grass shades 
the root system, keeps the 
soil cooler and conserves 
moisture in the soil. Let 
lawns grow and only cut 


them when needed, says 
Mr. Fleming. 
Start cutting the lawn 


shorter again when cooler 
weather returns in Septem-- 
weather returns in Septem- 
ber. 

Remember, many weeds 
grow more slowly in sum- 
mer. Hold off general weed 
control until the fall, says 
Mr. Fieming- Spraying now 
may injure the turf.

| wonder how many 
Canadians are aware of the 
incongruity of using kilome- 
tre roed signs with land 
surveyed in square mile 
sections? Since roads in the 
country usually follow the 
perimeters of a farmer's 
land, he could always 
reckon his distances im 
miles. The effect of using 
kilometres is total confu- 
\ tion, especially since they 


have no scientific base like 
the mile. :

Why is this so? To have 
any value, a land measure- 
ment must reflect a compa- 
tible time-distance relation- 
ship. Consider the Egyp- 
tians with their cubit. These 
Ancients reckoned the 
earth's rotational velocity at 
the equator per second, 
which is 1520.005 ft., and 
made their cubit 1/1000th. 
part of this — 1.520ft. or 
18.14 inches. So 1000 cubits 
represented the distance

second. It moved 4000 
cubits every 4 seconds — 
the nautical mile (1 minute 
of arc), 60,000 cubits (15 
nautical miles) every min- 
ute, and to on for a 
complete revotion in 24 
hours. There was thus total 
harmony in olden times 
between distance and time 
through the cubit as there is 
with the nautical mile today. 

However, the .Anglo- 
Saxons were equally astute 


in metrology as the An- 


cients. They had, according 
to Ben Turner, a metrologist 
from Birmingham, Ala., a 
two-part system of length 
measurement. The linear 
units for straight lines were 
the digit (.72''), the fathom 
(72""), the inch and the foot 
(12 inches). 

The linear units for land 
measures were based on an 
11:10 ratio, presumably to 
take the curvature of, the 
earth into account. The link 
was 7.92’ (.66 ft) against 
472 (.06 ft) for the digit. 
The 10 links (79.2'") or 6.6 ft 
of the Anglo-Saxon rod was 
an 11:10 ratio with the 6 ft.

We now see how links, 
chains and acres all scienti- 
fically fit together and relate 
distance to time. The 10 
chains or 660 ft. of the 
furlong logically lead on to 
the mile (8 furlongs). and 
the square mile or section 
with its 640 acres, and the 
$6-section township (6 
square miles). How easy it 
is to divide up 640-acre 
sections compared to the 
ten bases of square kilome- 
tres: (320, 160, 80, 40, 20, 
10, 5, against 10, 5, 2%, 
etc. hectares). 

Pre-metric French metro- 
logy was, ironically, equally 
as scientific. The countert- 
part of the fathom was the 
Toise de Perou standard, 
which had 864 lines (lignes) 
in its six feet (pieds). Why 
the figure 864? There are 
86,400 seconds in a 24-hour 


time span, 864 is one 
hundredth part of that 
number. 


Despite the opposition of 
prominent French scientists 
like Pierre Laplace 200 
years ago, who warned that 
the new system was defec- 
tive, inadequate, and not 
soundly based, others went 
and ignored the 
attributes of the gystem 
they already possessed. 
They could have - made 
metrics scientific and time- 
related by adopting Mou- 
ton’s milliare (the nautical 
mile) and making the metre 
the equivalent of the Anglo- 
Saxon rod — 79.20°' and 
pbleee tortierg part of half 
the length of the equator, 
the distance the earth 
moves in exactly 12 hours. 

Instead. what did the

do? By not Scientifically 
calculating the earth's cir- 
cumference as the Egyp- 
tians and Anglo-Saxons 
had, they set about measur, 
ing a quadrant of the earth’s 
surface by laborious physi- 
cal means. It is not 
surprising they came up 
with a false value for the 
metre, or 1/10,000,000th 
part of a quarter of the 


earth's circumference, And 


even if they had appraised 
the metre accurately, it 
would have been useless for 
navigation, 
would relate to a 6-hour 
instead of a 12-hour clock. 

The true length of the 
metre, then, is $9.6°' not 
the inaccurate $9.57'' it 
represents today.<The true 
meter (39.6'") relates to the 
36°" yard in an exact 11:10 
ratio, as it should in 
allowing for measurements 
taking the curvature of the 
earth into consideration. 
This means the present 
metre is an abortion that is

0,23"' or almost ¥%,°' short, - 


making for 28°’ or nearly 2 
feet per kilometre. 

So when metricists brand 
the duodecimal system as 
antiquated, hodge podge 
and unscientific, we should 
look at facts. These are that 
the Ancients, Anglo-Saxons 
and Gauls knew far more 
about mathematics and 
metrology than certain revo- 


lutionary hotheads of 200- 


years ago. Both the land 
and nautical miles are 
soundly rooted in solid 
scientific metrology. Our 
system is much superior, 
being based on an intricate 
telationship in ordered ra- 
tios between duodecimals 
and decimals, both linked to 
time. It was because metrics 
did not relate distance to 
time to render a meaningful 
scientific system that it was 
rejected by Jefferson and 
Adams and many scientists 
are unhappy with it today. It 
is also the reason why the 
nautical mile must be used 


for navigation on land, sea 
and in the air, and why feet 
and fathoms are still entire- 
ly relevant as depth and 
altitude scales. 

So what place has. the 
kilometre and metre in all 
this grand scheme? Abso- 
lutely none whatsoever. 
They are inaccurate, arbi- 
trary, artificial and unscien- 
tific imposters. And since 
the metre is an erroneous 
and unscientific distance 
measure, the derived litre 
and kilogram are likewise 
meaningless. 

How can scientific mile- 
posts be restored? In one 
fashion only: continued 
public hositlity, the likes of 
which abolished the Metri- 
cation Board in Britai and 
kept the milepost signs. 
Enough complaints to me- 
tric peddlers will make them 
back-pedal. Resistance to 
dealimg in metric measures 
in stores will make mer- 
chants see the light. But 
perhaps letters to MPs are 
the best weapon, from 
everyone, till the politicians 
realize the political cost o! 
continuing the ridiculous 
scam for the benefit of the 
multinationals, or, in ou 
most charitable interpreta 
sion, they come to know the 
metric delusion for what i 
1s. 

And the sooner this i: 
accomplished the better 
since Canadian children ar 
being brainwashed with | 
measurement system totall 
unrelated to scientific reali 
ty.

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Hang onto tax records 


April 30th has come and 
gone and most of Canada’s 
15 million taxpayers have 
now heaved a collective sigh 
of relief. 

Although most people are 
ready to put income tax out 
of their minds for another 
year, they should not throw 
out their receipts and 
records yet. 

After refund cheques and 
assessment notices have 
been mailed, Revenue Ca- 
nada, Taxation begins to 
re-examine the tax returns 
of thousands of Canadians 
to verify claims for personal 
exemptions, deductions 
from income, and expenses 
reported on their 1980 
income tax returns. 

For taxpayers whose in- 
come is from wages or 
salary, the Department con- 
ducts post assessing and 
matching programs. The 
returns of taxpayers whose 
income is from sources such 
as self-employment, invest- 
ment, rental property, or 
commissions are checked 
through office examination 
or audit programs. In cither 
case, without the necessary 
receipts and records, tax- 
payers could find that their 
claims are hard to support. 

_Through the ‘‘post-as- 
sessing’’ program a number 
of claims are selected each 
year for closer examination. 
Returns with such claims as 
away-from-home expenses, 
moving expehses, income 
averaging annuity contracts 
and expenses against salary 
may be subject to scrutiny. 

In addition to the reco- 
very of tax from taxpayers 
who have made erroneous 
or improper claims, this 
post-assessing program a- 
lerts the Department to

by taxpayers. Information 
slips such as T4s, TFAIs 
(Family Allowance) or T4Us 
(Unemployment Insurance) 
are matched against the 
amounts declared by tax- 
payers, to ensure that all 
such income has been 
accurately reported. Re- 
ceipts for payments are also 
matched to ensure that the 
taxpayers who received the 
payments have reported 
them. 

Not only does this match- 
ing program verify informa- 
tion reported by taxpayers, 
it also provides clues to 
people who have failed to 
file a return as well as to 
cases of fraud. In the

1978-79 matching program, 
a total of $20 million in 
additional tax was reco- 
vered. 


For taxpayers whose in- 
come ia from sources other 
than wages or salary the tax 


department may conduct 
either an office examination 
of their tax return or a field 
audit. Both involve the 
in-depth examination of a 
taxpayer's return conducted 
either at the tax department 
or at the taxpayer's resi- 
dence or place of business. 
Taxpayers may be asked to 
provide receipts or records 
to justify certain claims or 
verify expenses. 


Last year the office 
examination program re- 
sulted in the assessment of 
an additional $82 million in 
tax. The audit program 
yielded an additional $408 


million in tax. 


As well as recovering tax 
owed, these verification 
programs encourage people 
to comply with the law 
Anyone who is contacted by 
Revenue Canada, Taxation 
should be able to provide 
supporting documentation 
to back up their claims. 
Failure to have the proper 
receipts and records could 
result in a claim being 
disallowed.

Spinach becoming 
more popular 


Now's the time to look for 


_ Ontario spinach in local food 


stores. Last year, Ontario 
produced more than 700 ac, 
say marketing specialists at 
the Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and’ Food. In 
fact, we grow enough 
spinach to be self-sufficient 
from June to October. 

The spinach plant is 
harvested three times dur- 
ing the season, all from the 
same seeding. Spinach is 
mechanically harvested and 
washed, and then graded by 
hand. It is put into bushels 
nad shipped to the packers. 
Ontario spinach is marketed 
mostly in 10-ounce cello- 
pack bags, which are 
available throughout the 
province. A small amount of 
fresh, bunched spinach may 
also be sold in specialty 
produced shops and mar- 
kets. 

When shopping for fresh 
spinach, look for clean, 
crisp, green leaves. To 
maintain freshness, refrig- 


erate pre-packaged spinach. 


as is. Bunched spinach 
should be separated and 
placed in a plastic bag with 
a paper towel, then refrig- 
erated. 

Perhaps the most popular 
way for serving fresh 
spinach is in a salad. Team 
spinach with fresh mush- 
rooms, green bunching én- 
ions, hard-cooked eggs, 
bean sprouts and crumbled 
bacon, and toss with a 
vinaigrette dressing. One

enough spinach for salad for 
four to six people. 

For those who prefer 
cooked spinach, it's simple 
to prepare. Before cooking, 
wash the spinach well. 
Pre-packaged spinach 
needs only a quick rinse. 
Bunched spinach should be 
washed well with lukewarm, 
then cold water. Be sure to 
remove all the sand from 
the tightly curled leaves. 
Shake the leaves and cook in 
covered saucepan over mod- 
erate heat for four to eight 
minutes. Do not add water. 
Spinach cooks well with the 
moisture left clinging to the 
leaves.

First and foremost, a 
good water supply is neces- 
sary for good laundry 
results. Hard water creates 
a problem whether soap or a 
synthetic detergent is used. 
With soap, a sticky curd 
(soap scum) is formed which 
collects soil and adheres to 
clothes and the washing 
machine. Detergents do not 
form curds but their 
cleaning ability is reduced. 

When soap is used for 
laundry, soft water is a 
must, A water softening 
system should be installed 
in the house when water is 
extremely hard (more than 


15 grains per gallon). 
Packaged water conditioner 
(e.g. Calgon) can be used 
when the hardness of the 
water is more than three 
grains per gallon. Add it to 
both wash and rinse water, 
and be .sure to follow 
manufacturer's instructions 
carefully. 

An all-purpose detergent 
will contain enough water 
softener to be efficient in 
water with hardness up to 
15 grains per galion. The 
harder the water, the more 

~ detergent you will need. For 
hardness over 15 grains, 
soften the water when using 
detergents. ! 

The correct detergent is 
next in importance for good 
laundering results. Choose 
from a wide variety of 
“‘built’' or ‘‘unbuilt’’ soaps 
or synthetic detergents ac- 
cording to the particular 
type of fabric, amount and 
type of soil, and the type of 
water. Unbuilt soaps, which 
are relatively pure and 
mildly alkaline, are in- 
tended for use with fine 
fabric and lightly soiled 
articles. Unbuilt synthetic 
detergents dissolve readily 
in hot or cold water, are 
neutral in solution, and 
have similar uses. 

Built soaps, on the other 
hand, contain less soap than 
unbuilt ones, but have 
varying amounts of 

additives or “‘builders’’ to 
increase the sudsing and 
cleaning action, and to help 
soften the water, and 
reduce the amount of soap 
curds. Built detergents con- 
tain alkaline salts to give 
added cleaning power and 
make them alkaline in 
solution. They emulsify 
grease and oil which is an 


advantage in getting clothes’ | 


clean. The added builders 
keep the detergent free- 
flowing. are fluorescent 
brighteners, foam 
stabilizers, stain removers, 
perfume, and materials 
which help suspend dirt in 
the wash water. Built soaps 
and/ detergents are recom-

Other laundry products 


may be necessary from time 


to time to treat special 
problems, or you may 
choose to use them 
routinely. 


Bleach, thé most misused 
of all laundry products, can 
be very helpful in 
laundering. Incorrect use 
can lead to rapid deteriora- 
tion of household linens and 
clothing. One type, chlorine 
bleach, is a powerful chemi- 
cal, available in liquid or 
powder. It will effectively 
remove stains and greying 
from white fabrics, but must 
be used with caution on 
colored fabrits, or fabrics 
with special resin finishes. 
It must not be used on silk, 
wool or spandex (lycra). The 
other type, oxygen bleach, 
contains sodium perborate 
and is safe for all fabrics 
and colors. These powered 
bleaches have a slow, gentle 
action and, when ised 
regularly, will prevent 
materials becoming dull and 
grey, but will not restore 
whiteness or brightness to 
dingy materials. 

Fabric softeners are like 
lubricants which coat the 
surface of every fibre giving 
softness. to the fabric. In 
addition, they reduce static 
electricity and wrinkling, 
and lessen the tendency for 
matting and pilling (the 
formation of balls of fibres 
on the fabric surface). Most 
fabric softeners are in liquid 
form and are added to the 
final rinse. Fabric sftener 
sheets are also available 
which are intended for use 
in the dryer, but may ‘also 
be used in the final rinse. 
Do not add fabric softener to 
the same water as soap, 
detergent, water softener, 
bluing or bleach.

Some types of soil and 
stains ¢.g. food and body 
stains require pre-soaking. 
Enzyme soakers are effec- 
tive for this purpose. The 
‘enzymes in the product act 
on the stain, not thé fabric, 
to loosen and dissolve it. 
Soaking periods of one to 
two hours, or overnight are 
needed for best results.

Does legislation of 
emission standards really 
result in less pollution? The 
answer is ‘‘YES*'! With the 
implementation of emission 
standards for all 1975 model 
cars in*Canada, the total 
emissions from gasoline 
powered motor vehicles 
decreased substantially 
even though the number of 
cars increased.

Why not 
plan to freeze some fresh 
fruit pies to enjoy during the 
winter months, suggest 
marketing specialists at the 
Ontario Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Food. 

According to your fa- 
mily's needs, decide the 
number of pies to make, and 
select the fruits to be used. 
As a guideline, the follow- 
ing quantities will yield 4 to 
5 cups of prepared fruit, 
enough to make one 9-inch 
pie. 

Rhubarb — 1 pound 
Strawberries — 1 quart 
Cherries — 2 pounds 
Raspberries — 1 quart 
Plums — 2 lb, about 14 
medium 
Peaches — 2 pounds, about 
7 medium 
Apples — 2 pounds, about 6 
medium 
Blueberries — | quart 

s — 1% pounds, 
about 11 medium 
Pears — 1% pounds, about 
5 medium 

Now you're ready for 
Ontario's fresh fruit season. 
You'll know exactly how 
much of each fruit to pick or 
purchase to suit your needs. 

For best results, it is 
recommended that fruit pies 
be frozen unbaked. To 
prevent some fruits from 
darkening during freezing. 
prepare fruits such — 
peaches and apples with 
ascorbic acid. Because fro- 
zen pies tend to be juicier, 
add one-third more thicken- 
er to fruit mixture. Do not 
cut vents in the top crust. 
Freeze the pie until firm, 
then remove the pie plate 
and package the pie in 
freezer bags or wrap. 
Return to freezer. Approxi- 
mate storage time is six 
months. Bake the pie from 
the frozen state, and re- 
member to vent the top 
crust. 

So plan now to savor the 
fresh taste of summer fruit

According to Dr. W.J. 
Prost, who specializes in 
foot disorders, 80 per cent 
of us suffer some type of 
foot ailment on that journey. 

While high-fashion 
shoes, safety boots and 
synthetic hose are partly to 
blame, heredity is an equal 
culprit. 

Dr. Prost and Dr. Morris 
Zoladek, a Hamilton podia- 
trist, described common 
ailments and suggested, 
except for those with 
diabetes or a_ circulatory 
disease, an Rx for foot care 
at home: 

— a daily foot bath - if 
skin is dry or cracked, apply 
moisturing cream or soak in 
oil (re-usable) 

— dry thoroughly, espe- 
cially between the toes; 
dampness is a _ breeding 
ground for fungal infections 

— for excessive perspira- 
tion, tuck bits ef absorbent 
cotton between the toes 

— use a pumice stone, 
gently, on rough areas 

— dust with powder 

~— change hose daily and 
shoes, if possible 

— buy hose containing 
some natural fibre 

— cut toenails straight 
across 

— kick off shots while 
relaxing and let feet 
breathe.

Don't be rushed into 
signing a lease after receiv~ 
ing brochures at home 
shows, shopping malls or 
other public display areas. 
After all, you are asked to 
invest a substantial sum of 
money. What would it cost 
you to borrow such large 
amounts? 

Before signing any lease, 
you should have a lawyer go 
over the terms of the lease 
and ensure that the finan- 
cial requirements are clear- 
ly understood. Besides hav- 
ing to pay the entire lease in

Don't be misled by 
vague descriptions of “‘a 
small monthly fee"’ — ask 
exactly how much it a- 
mounts to. Also ask if this 
fee can be increased, and 
who decides on such an 
increase 

Don't be persuaded that 
your signature is “‘only a 
formality’’ and deesn't bind 
you to anything. You are 
signing a contract. Depend- 
ing on the contract terms 
you could lose your deposit, 
and you.could be sued for 
breach of contract if you fail 
to pay the full amount by 
the specified date 

Make sure your lease 
contract allows for ongoing 
management of the site, 
and that such management 
is responsible for the 
provision of services needed 
for you to enjoy your site. 
As with an apartment, an 
absentee landlord is hard to 
find when trouble strikes. 

Have your lawyer include 
a clause in your lease 
permitting you to sublet or 
transfer. your lease 
another person if you wish, 
without payment or charge 
of any kind. Remember that 
you cannot sell your site 
since you don't own it; you 
can only transfer the lease 
to someone willing to pay 
you for it. 

If the registered owners 
of the campsite go bankrupt 
because of incompetence or 
dishonesty, a. mortgage 
holder who has: priority over 
your lease could step in and 
you could lose your site and 
all the money you have: paid 
in advance.

Find out what types of 
stores, if any, will be on the 
site, and what their opera- 
ting days/hours are.

Summer pruning of apple 
trees has been receiving 
iveveased emphasis during 
the past few years. This is 
not a completely new 
practice to Ontario, as 
summer pruning was prac- 
ticed in the early 1900s. 
However, at that time it 
was considered primarily as 
a means of growth control. 
In recent years summer 
pruning is mainly done for 
increased light penetration 
into the tree, along with 
growth control.

| Henderson promises 
help for beef 


Agriculture and Food 
Minister Lorne C. Hender- 
son has announced the 
details of a new, Ontario 
emergency program to give 
$30 million to beef feeders. 

“The high cost of grain 
and ‘energy combined with 
the high cost of borrowing 
money put many slaughter 
cattle producers into a loss 
position,"" Mr. Henderson 
said. “‘In addition, when 
they sold their cattle for 
slaughter, they received 
less than they had originally 
paid for him."’ 

Mr. Henderson, who 
worked on developing the 
program with Ontario Trea- 
surer Frank Miller, said the 
emergency payment will be 
$40 per animal for slaughter 
cattle, “as a government 


contribution to cover some 
of the loss incurred on each 
animal."’ 

The payments will be 
based on the 1980 sales of 
finished cattle and to 
qualify, a farmer must have 
sold at least 10 animals in 
1980. ; 

Details of the program 
will appear on application 
forms which will be avail- 
able at agricultural repre- 
sentatives’ offices in mid- 


July.

Farm Income Stabilization

‘Not enough’-OFA 


The provincial govern- 
ment's $50 million program 
to aid beef producers is a 
real help, but it doesn't go 
far enough, Ralph Barrie, 
President, Ontario Federa- 
tion of: Agriculture (OFA) 
said. 

Barrie said the program, 
which will pay farmers $40 
.for every animal sent to 
market in 1980 (a minimum 
of 10 per farmer) is good 
news for the province's feed 
lot operators. Many of them 
have been losing more than 
$100 on every animal sold.

Toilet training takes 


By Catharine Clark 


Who took me from my 
warm, warm cot 

Whether I had to go or 
not 

And put me on the cold, 
cold pot? 

My mother. 


Toilet training. Ik can 
mean the end of a beautiful 
parent-child relationship — 
at least temporarily. Around 
two to three years, cach 
child tries out his indepen- 


dence and toilet training is a 
part of this social develop- 
ment. 

How do you know whe- 
ther he’s ready to start toilet 
training? Naturally the tod- 
dier must have gained a 
level of control that comes 
from physical development, 
he must be abie to 
communicate with you and 
he must be willing to try. A 
child is usually physically 
ready to be trained around 
the age of two when his 
control is more fully devel- 
oped. By then he should 
have the necessary words to! 
express his needs. Spring is; 
a good time to think about 
toilet training since he is 
wearing less clothes. Look 
for the following clues: 

- can you tell when he's 
having a bowel movement? 
(physical - signs such as 
pushing. grunting or get- 
ting red in the face) 

~ are his bowel move- 
ments becoming regular? 

does he sometimes 
indicate to you that he 
needs to be changed? 

- is he aware when he’s 


‘urinating? 


can he understand 
simple directions? 

- has his motor ‘develop- 

ment been normal (does he 


walk and run as well as — 


other children his age)? 
How do you start to toilet 
train? Once you have 


‘Jason is wet’’ or ‘‘Jason 
had a BM"’. Soon he will tell 
you ‘Thad a BM’’. Keep a 
potty in the bathroom for a 
few week so that he gets 
used to secing it around. Let 
him observe you in the 
bathroom. Tell him__that 
Mommy and Daddy use the 
toilet for their BMs and 
soon he will use his potty 
too. 

Bowel training usually 
‘precedes bladder training 
because of muscle develop- 
ment. When you are certain 
your child is ready to learn 
to use the toilet, watch for 
signs that he is having a 
bowel movement. Ask him 
if he would like to try using 
the potty and take him to it 
if he seems agreeable. 
Respect his wishes if he 
really doesn't want to use 
the potty. Do not force him. 
He may not need it and will 
feel badly for not living up 
to your expectations. 

On the other hand, he is 
close to the ‘‘terrible twos’ 
and he may be rebellious in 
showing his independence. 
Reacting to rebellion with 
alarm or anger will intensify 
the problem. Your first 
approach should be to 
persevere, find out how 
patient you can be and try to 
understand that the little 
dear is going through

Help him to do 
everything possible by him- 
self: getting the potty into 
position, getting his pants 
down, getting up and down 
from the potty and wiping 
himself. Put a block at the 
base of the toilet if he needs 
a step. You'll have to be 
there to help with diapers as 
long as he's wearing them. 
Do not insist that he 
“stays there until he does 
something’’. Never give 
him laxatives that aren't 
medically prescribed as this 
can lead to problems later. 

Bladder control will be 
achieved later in the child's 
development and waking 
control comes before sleep- 
ing control. Be certain that 

the child knows how to 
express his needs in simple, 
matter-of-fact language 
such as ‘'I have to pee’’ or 
“I need to wet"’. Little boys 
should be taught to stand at 
the toilet from the begin- 
ning. Dad or an older 
brother can set an example. 

Each child's response to 
toilet training is different 
and the ease in the 
transition from diaper to 
potty varies as much as each 
toddler's . personality and 
temperament.

In the same year, 
turkey prices actually 
dropped by 3% per cent 
while pork went down by 
less than one per cent. 

I could, of course, get into 
the fact that retail prices 
increased dramatically for 
all farm products last year 
yet the return to the farmer 
actually dropped in many 
commodities but there isn't 
room this week. 

While the price of beef, 
especially, was soaring in 
the supermarkets, farmers 
were getting less. 

If there is a ripoff in the 
food chain, it certainly is not 
farmers who are doing the 
ripping. The potential for 
ripping off the consumer is 
not in the hands of farmers.

Insurance answers

Q. “I don’t want to buy 
insurance unnecessarily. 
Based on your experience, 
what home and householder 
protection do you believe is 
really necessary?"' 


A, “Let's start with your 


home. The first thing to: 
consider is the possibility of 
destruction by fire. Most of 
us tend to the belief that fire 

in the home is something 
that only happens to other 

people. Recently, in one 
year alone, there were 7,500 
fires in one and two-family 

dwellings in the province of 

Ontario. Total losses from 

these fires were 

$45,855,000. \ 

The basic type of fire 
insurance policies sold in 
Ontario covers your home 
not only for fire, but also 


against certain other ha- 
zards: 

- damiage from smoke, 

- lightning, 

- explosion, 


- falling objects (such as 
trees or even aircraft), 

- riots, 

- bursting of plumbing, 

- vandalism, 

- wind storm and hail. 

Some~ of the claims 
arising from-these causes 
such as fire, would be paid 
in- full by the insurance 
company. On other policies, 
however, there is a deducti- 


ble clause which would 
mean your having to-pay the

first $50 (or other amount 
specified .in the policy) of 
any loss yourself. 

You can get this same 
basic type of fire coverage 
on your household effects. 

Burglary is reaching a- 
larming proportions, During 

1979, in Toronto alone, 
there were 20,000 burglar- 
ies. 

lf you plan to buy theft 
insurance on your house- 
hold effects, | would recom- 
mend that you contact an 
independent insurance a- 
“gent or broker and have him 
include imyour policy what 
is known as an ‘‘off-pre- 
mises theft rider’. This 
gives you $1.500 worth of 
theft coverage on household 
effects that are stolen away 
from your home. For exam- 
ple, if your son's bicycle 
were stolen from the school 
yard, you would be covered. 

The rider costs a nominal 
extra sum and is well 
worthwhile. You should also 
remember that your theft 
instrance covers posses- 
sions stolen from your car 
but only if the car is locked 
and there are signs of 
forcible entry. 

This limitation, however, 
‘does not apply to your 
home. Even if you left your 
horne wide open and re-

Nut trees 
possibility 


by J. Gardner soils and

Commercial nut tree 
plantings in Ontario are 
feasible. Enough informa- 
tion about Persian walnut 
and Chinese chestnut is 
available to establish trial 
plantings. The trees usually 


serve a multipurpose role of 


providing shade, orna- 


‘mental value and fruit. 


Numerous cold-hardy 
varieties of Persian walnuts 
have’ been introduced into 
Ontario. Included are 
strains from the Carpathian 
Mountains of Poland and 


others which have come . 


from Russia and Germany. 

Persian walnuts should 
do best where winter 
extremes are tempered by 
the Great Lakes and where 
the growing season is no 
less than 150 days. Trees 
should be planted on deep 
fertile soils, care should be 
taken to avoid frost pockets. 

Average yields of mature 
trees can be anywhere from 
25 - 50 kg of hulled nut. 
Seedling trees come into 
bearing in 6- 10 years while 
grafted trees bear earlier. 
The same is true of Chinese 
chestnut. 

The Chinese chestnut has 
been widely accepted as @ 
replacement for blight- 
susceptible American sweet 
chestnut. The tree when 
fully dormant can stand 
temperatures of -29C, about’ 
as cold-hardy 4s peach 
wood. 

Chinese chestnut prefers 
a well-drained gravelly type 
of soil on a site which 
provides for good air drain- 
age. Mature trees will yield 
an average of 10 - 20 kg of 
hulled nuts. 

To ensure successful pol- 
lination, three or more 
varieties are recommended 
for both the Persian walnut 
and the Chinese chestnut.

Swine Subsidies Announced 
— In recent weeks oné of 
the most controversial farm 
topics has been the Federal 
and Provincial swine subsi- 
dy programs. Payment un- 
der the Federal Stabilization 
program is based on the 
Agricultural Stabilization 
Act which guarantees, pro- 
ducers 90 per cent of the 
five-year average market 
price indexed for changes in 
the cash cost of production. 
This payment is based on 
market hogs sold and, for 
the year 1980, amounts to 
$8.96 per hog, up to a 
maximum of 5,000 hogs per 
producer. Despite the earli- 
er announcement that some 


producers would not receive 
this full amount, all produ- 
cers who shipped hogs for 
slaughter will be eligible for 
the $8.96. Producers should 
have received application 
forms already. The provin- 
cial stabilization program, 
while based on the federal 
stabilization framework, i 
designed to stabilize the 
income of the sow or weaner 
pig operator. In addition, 
this program is voluntary in 
nature and requires produ- 
cers to enrol beforehand. 
Producers also pay pre- 
miums, equivalent of one- 
third of the payout. For the 
period of October Ist, 1980, 
to March 31, 1981, the 
payout is $51.94 per sow. 
The government's contribu- 
tion is $34.63 per sow, while 
the farmer contributes the 
equivalent of $17.31 per 
sow. A total of 4,246 
farmers are enrolled in the 
sow-weaner program. 
Farmers enrolled in the 
program should have re- 
ceived their payments for 
this period and may also 
apply for the federal stabili- 
zation payment if they 
shipped finished hogs along 
with their sow-weaner pro- 
gram.

- ment, but | wouldn't want to 


try that on Bay Street 
because you'd get squished 
into a pancake before you 
got to the Radio Artists’ 
Club, _and that's where i 
would be making for. 


And can you imagine 
putting a fork into a 
prostitute? 


Because that's what you 
would be doing if you were 
about to attack a tart with a 
fork in London, as we do 


here. 
And what about that 
expression they have in 


England that means to keep 
a stiff, upper lip, fellows, 
and all that sort of Rudyard, 


Kipling rot 
Keep your pecker up. 
they say. 


Which could be rather a 
misleading injunction in 
some sections of our socie- 
ty ; 

And don't forget that i 
England if you lifted the 
hood you'd be doing a ballet 
duct with a gangster, and 
by the same token if you 
were piling your luggage in 
the trunk here in Canada, 
you'd be stacking the stuff 
in your boot in England, and 
that wouldn't leave too 
much room for your feet. 

One time during the war 
an American pilot told 
Margaret she should sit on a 
radiator to warm her fanny, 
and I'm telling you she 


blushed just a little at the 
ime “Because « fanny in 


England is situated right 
there alright on the female 
map, but slightly separated 
from the American version. 

And talking about Mar- 
garet, which | do all the 
time, T recall the day when 
she had, only been in 
Canada short time and she 
was explaining to one of our 
new friends that she had 
served with the Air Force 
Auxiliary during the war, 
and that she had had a good 
screw. 

Now what she meant to 
say, in English terminology, 
was that she had been paid 
a pretty fair salary, so you 
can see how misleading this 
business can actually be- 
come. 


But there are other 
confusing aspects of the 
English , and what 
1 really wanted to tell you 
is how misunder- 


uage that are spelt differ- 
ently and have diverse 
meanings, and yet are 


= = 


pronounced exactly the 
same. Y 
The two words I am about 
to tell you particujarly at 
this moment are the word 
SUCCOUR. which means 
help or assistance in time of 
need, aid and any other kind 
of timely support, generally 


associated with ecclesiasti- 


cal or biblical times, in 
episcopal parlance. 
And then there is the 


other word SUCKER, being 
an American term for 
anybody who doesn’t de- 
serve an even break, if you 
remember. 

But both of them, as you 
can see, are pronounced 
precisely the same way. 

Well now: To our story. 

There was this little 
church in a remote village in 
the southerly portion of 
England, and during the 
course of world war two 2 
flight of enemy pombers 
slunk over and knocked the 
living daylights out of it. 

Now the reason for this 
little church being soe 
arbitrarily pulverized was 
the presence in that hamlet 
of a contingent of all-Ameri- 
can soldiery, which had 
been deposited there for the 
express purpose of partici- 
pating in the Longest Day, 
being the Hollywood name 
for the invasion of Norman- 
dy. 

But the Luftwaffe, you 
sec, had somehow got wind 
of their activities and had 
decided to electrify them. 

Unfortunately, at the 
same time, they eliminated 
the church, the Red Lion 
Hotel and the local consta’ 
bulary. 

As it happened, and as 
juck would have it, there 
was nobody in the church, it 
being a Sunday, the pullic 
house was closed but 
crowded and the village 
constable was on leave of 
absence in the Red Lion. 

However, the Luftwaffe 
was reasonably successful 
because the majority of the 
American troops were in the 
pub at the time of the 
attack, bul the bombs also 
placed a few dents in the 
side of the church, render- 
ing the nave and the chancel 
slightly hors de combat for 
the duration. 

The poor minister was in 
a staté of utter desolation, 
not having any place to 
conduct his weekly business 
and was thereupon forced to 
make an arrangement with 
the local school board for 
the use of their kindergar- 
ten three times each Sun- 
day, which didn’t do any- 
thing for the psyche. 

The American troops 
were naturally discouraged 
and distressed at the turn of 
events, although the loss of 
their camp and billets in no 
way compared to the de- 
struction of the Red Lion 
where most of “them had 
spent their working and 
leisure hours with a great 
deal of enthusiastic zeal. 

But they also, in their 
more lucid moments, con- 


historic edifice. The church, 
that is, not the pub. 


And so the years rolied by 
and the invasion, like other 
components of that futile 
exercise known as the war, 
faded into the myopic mists 
of memory. a 

Now it came to pass that 
the American colonel, 4 
number of years later, had a 
vision. 

He awakened in the dead 
of night to the realization 
that, having been in com- 
mand of that small Ameri- 
can unit at the time, the 
responsibility for the demo- 
lition of that poor little 
church lay squarely upon 
his oval head, and that the 
miserable little parson 
would by all accounts be 
still conducting his weekly 
recital in the bowels of the 
kindergarten, 

So he set himself upon a 
mission of remembrance. 

First of all he sent a 
circular letter to all his 
former officers and sug- 
gested that they should get 
together to inaugurate a 
fund to provide for the 
restoration of the village 
church. 

His notion was at first 


received with mixed emo- 
- tions. 
Some of his officers, 


those ‘who were enjoying 4 
good screw at the time, 
thought it a magnificent 
idea. 

But those who were being 
hard put to it to keep their 
pecker up, were not quite so 
enthusiastic about it. 

Finally, however, they 
‘got together and cach 
contributed a sizeable a- 
mount which was 
dedicated to the rebuilding 
of the church. 

The next thing was to 
communicate with the bi- 


shop of the diocese within> 


which the church was 
situated, and they explained 
to the old boy how they 
wished to subscribe to the 
refurbishing of the little old 
edifice that. had been so 
wantonly destroyed solely 
on account of their presence 
in the vicinity. 

The bishop was naturally 
enthralled atthe prospect of 
this gallant gesture, and he 
immediately conveyed the 
heartening tidings to the 
impoverished vicar of the 


then - 


parish, who received the 
message with a faft amount 
of relief in the basement of 
the village school, where he 
was up to that time 
operating in the kindergar- 
ten on Wednesdays and 
Fridays of each pa with 2 
matinee every Sunday. 

So they set to work tc 
employ an architect tc 
undertake the planning o! 
the new building. 

The plans were eventual 
ly submitted and acceptec 
by a joint committee con 
sisting* of the bishop him 
self, the vicar, certain of the 
parishioners who had alrea 
dy subscribed on their owt 
to the rebuilding of the Re 
Lion, and the colonel of th 
American fighting uni 
which was footing the bill 
who had flown over ther 
with the aid of a portion o 
the funds, purposely t 
participate in person. 

In due course the contrac 
tors, sub-contractors, brick 
layers and plumbers all ge 
together at union rates, an 
after the odd strike or tw 
which héid things up a bi 
the new church was finall 


completed. 

And ~then came th 
GREAT DAY. 

It was to be a trul 


magnificent affair, with a 
the former officers of th 
American Regiment wh 
had made so generous 
contribution, tax deductib 
of course, being presen 
also made possible with tt 
help of the funds collectes 
as well as a number of oth: 
ranks from the same uni 
-who were there at their ov 
-expense. 

There was a brass bar 
striking up the Star Spa 
gied Banner at eve 
opportunity, occasional 
scattering the Halls 
Montezuma in all dire 
tions, and smashing the 
way “into -the Stars al 
Stripes Forever upon t 
entrance of the color 
himself, accompanied by } 
lady in a pink pant suit a 
high heels.

summer as in winter. 
Maximum air circulation is 
essential to keep barn 
temperatures close to out- 
side temperatures. , 
Check and clean all fans 
before summer heat hits, 
says Dr. Ogilvie. Shutters, 
motors and screens need 
cleaning, and all air inlets 
should be kept wide open 
and free of abstructions so 


_. fans have ample air. 


‘Cleaning is easier in the 
summertime, but a lot of 
people ignore it,’’ says Dr. 
Ogilvie. ‘‘Clean fans will 
prevent overheating.” 

Check belts on larger, 
slow-speed fans to ensure 
they are not slippping. 

“This is also the time to 
consider energy efficient 
dan motors,’’ says Dr. 
Ogilvie. Energy efficient 


(EE) motors offer an energy — 


saving alternative, 
especially with motors 
working 24 hours a day. 
They use substantially less 


energy than conventional . 


motors to move the same 
amoGnt of air. E 

Barns should also be 

checked for excess air 
inlets. 
“When it's hot, the 
tendency is to fling open all 
the doors and windows," 
says Dr. Ogilvie. ‘But then 
you have natural ventilation 
and you might as well shut 
off all the fans." 

Too many open windows 
and doors, combined with 
fans, can result in short 
circuiting. Air enters 
through an opening near a 
fan only to be drawn out by 
the exhaust fan before it 
circulates in the building. 
Avoid large openings near 
fans. 

Also, watch for dead 
spots of air in the barn. You 
can tell if air is circulating 
properly by walking around 
the barn and smelling for 
freshness. 

- Pork producers should 
recognize the need for 
indoor circulation, 
especially in farrowing

and enhanced. 
The teacher of one 


hundred years ago taught 
the basic three ‘‘Rs*’ which 
comprised the “Blue and 
Grey"’ curriculum.

You are now in a rockhound’s paradise 


For the visiting rock- 
hound, this area is judged 
by mineralogists and geolo- 
gists to be one of the best 
spots in the world to collect 
semi-precious stones and 
unusual rocks. Students 
may be seen regularly on 
field trips with their pro- 
fessors studying the under- 
lying strata and the geologi- 
cal features of the terrain. 

In a triangle, of which the 
base stretches from Peter- 
borough to Madoc and the 
sides extend upwards to 
Bancroft, is found an 
abundance of mineral 
samples and strikingly dif- 
ferent and contrasting 
geological features. Ban- 
croft is located on the 
“‘basement’’ rocks of the 
Precambrian shield which 
are over 2 billion years old. 


+ Madoc is also located on the 


Precambrian shield but 
during a period of mountain 
building about 1,000 million 
years ago Bancroft was 
buried with the earth's crust 
to a depth of 10 miles 
whereas Madoc was buried 
only to a depth of about 5 
miles, and so the latter 
centre was not subjected to 
such intense heat and 
pressure as Bancroft, which 
gives to the rockhound rocks 
of pegmatite with large 
zircon, crystals, corundum, 
nepheline, magnetite and 
biotite, pegmatite corun- 
dum, sometimes of sapphire 
quality, beryl - pegmatites, 
rose quartz, combite and 
lyndochite. Madoc, in an 
area of moderate metamor- 
phic grade provides iron, 
fluorspar, talc, pyrite, gold, 
lead and marble - rocks of 
the mesozone or middle

Ontario. This ice retreated 
14,000 years ago leaving 
gravelly deposits beside the 
river which formed when 
the ice melted and those 
gravelly deposits are the 
eskers and gravel pits of 
today. 

But previous to the glacial 
period, there was a time of 
mountain building in the 
area from Peterborough to 
Madoc which affected all of 
Eastern Ontario (this was 
about 1000 million years 
ago). Rocks that had been 
laid down on the Precam- 
brian shield for some 500 
million years were folded 
-and compressed and masses 
of molten material from the 


inside of the earth intruded. 
After the mountains were 
formed there was another 
long period of erosion which 
wore the mountains down 
until they wefe, even 550 
million years ago, just about 
what they are today, which 
is almost level. Then seas 
invaded again, laying down 
limestones and today, it is 
along the ‘rivers and in 
quarries that a cross-section 
of all this rock laying and 
mountain building can be 
seen. 

For collecting interesting 
stones for jewellery the 
Madoc area is therefore the 
most productive while areas 
around Marmora, Norwood 


and Havelock produce lime 
stones and marbles inter- 
spersed with quartz and 
semi-precious stones and 
north of Havelock are the 
famous nepheline deposits, 
For interesting trips to view 
rock formations and 
geological formations it is 
suggested a visit to the 
Serpent Mounds Provincial 
Park, to Blue Mountain 
Warsaw Caves and to the 
Norwood Esker as well as a 
trip to the abandoned open 
pit iron mine at Marmora, 
one of the largest open pit 
mines in the world, and to 
Nephton, where the largest 
deposit of nepheline in 
North America is located,

Manure analysis 


Manure means money in 
today's economic situation 
A normal application of 
cattle manure is worth 
$30-$40 an acre to a farmer 
at this spring's fertilizer 
prices. 

Farmers need 
analysis to get full value 
from the manure they 
spread on their fields, says 
Professor Tom Bates of the 
Soil Testing Laboratory at 
the University of Guelph. 

The popularity of manure 
analysis is growing rapidly 
in the face of rising fertilizer 
costs and greater awareness 
of the value of using manuer 
wisely, says Professor 
Bates. 

A big increase came in 
April, 1980, when fertilizer 
prices skyrocketed. That 
vear, the lab analysed 376 
samples compared to 115 in 
1978-79. In 1980-81, the lab 
inalysed 486 samples and 
Professor Bates says May 


manure 


. saw another big increase in 


analyses. 

The lab tests manure for 
nitrogen, phosphorous, 
potassium, ng dry 
matter content. Using this 
information, farmers can 
adjust fertilizer applicatons 
to complete the soils re- 
quirements. 

The basic lab tests cost 
$18 and the lab will analyse 
the sample for trace 
minerals - boron, copper, 
magnesium and zinc - for

Manure analysis is easier 
now ince the introduction 
of a safe container for 
shipping samples to 
Guelph. Before 1980, slow 
mail and inefficient con- 
tainers aroused fears of 
samples exploding because 
of methane gas build-up. 

One-litre plastic con- 
tainers and shipping cartons 
are available at local agri- 
culture offices for a cost of 
$1.50. \ 

Put one-half litre of 
manure into the container. 
Place the container in a 
plastic bag. Put the bag in 
the box provided and then 
send it, via courier, to the 
Soil Testing Laboratory. 
The sample should not 
spend any more than two 
days in transit. 


Analyses are completed | 


in one week and then mailed 
to farmers, says Professor 
Bates. But for analysis to be 
useful, farmers have to 
know how much manure 
they have applied. 

‘The analysis is part of a 
package,"’ says Professor 
Bates. ‘“‘There's no point 
analysing manure unless 
you check your applica- 
tions.” 

it is recommended’ that 
farmers take samples of 
manure when. emptying 
liquid manure tanks or 
spreading manure piles and 
they should estimate the 
rate of application at the 
same time.

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HYDRO HOME 
FOR OSPREYS 


Hastingsites who have 
their eyes in the sky may 
have noticed the newest 
couple to move to the 
community and raise a 
family. They are a pair of 
osprey or fish hawks. These 
are large birds with a 
wingspan of some 54 
inches, once believed to be 
heading for extinction. 
However, they appear to be 
on a comeback since the 
pesticide DDT was banned 
from North America. 


Studies conducted on 
osprey and other birds of 
prey in the United States 
indicated that DDT accumu- 
lated in birds high up on the 
food chain and caused the 
birds to lay eggs with soft 
shells that could not support 
the chicks, causing many to 
die. 

In Ontario our Ministry of 
Natural Resources believes 
that the same thing hap- 
pened to the ospreys and 
other birds of prey but they 
don't really know because 
the ministry has only been 
involved in monitoring 0s- 
prey since 1978. In co-oper- 
ation with the public and 
other agencies, MNR biolo- 
gists identify and record the 
locations of nests through- 
out the province. In 1980 
there were 28 recorded 
nests in the Lindsay District 
Office area. This year, 
according to Brian Potter, a 
MNR biologist, there are 
three or four more nests. 


Another part of the MNR 
recording program is mak 
ing sure that the birds are in 
safe nesting spots, Safe for 
both birds and people. The 
osprey lives on a diet of fish. 
It hunts from the air and 
dives into the water often 
submerging {to grab its 
prey. Therefore, the birds 
like to pick high spots near 
wide rivers, ponds or lakes. 

Last year 61 per cenp of

the nests recorded by the 
Lindsay office were on the 
tops of large trees but there 
were also a number of nests 
built on hydro poles and 
towers. 


The two birds in Hastings 
found a double hydro pole 
with two crossbeams lo- 
cated on the north. bank of 
the Trent River to be ideal 
for their purposes and, 
without bothering to contact 
Hydro to get a right-of-way, 
they built their large nest on 
top of the 65-foot pole and 
proceeded to produce two or 
three young. 

So far they seem to be 
all right but you can see 
some twigs and branches 
from the nest appear to be 
dangling between the wires. 
Those poles carry 5000 volts 
and service 500-800 cus- 
tomers, so we are concerned 
both for the birds which 
could be electrocuted and 
about maintaining service,” 
said Claude Gagnier, Line 
Foreman of Hydro's Peter: 
borough District. He was 
part of a three-man team 
sent by Hydro to meet with 
MNR's Brian Potter to 
assess the situation of the 
Hastings osprey population. 
Accompanying him was 
Ronny McHugh, Peter- 
borough Supervisor and 
Warren Fenton an Environ 
ment Analyst with Hydro's 
Department of Transmis- 


sion Environment, located. 


in Toronto. 


Hydro and Ministry of 
Natural Resources have 
co-operated before on pro- 
tecting power service and 
an osprey who has taken up 
residency on power trans- 
mission poles and towers. 

“Right now it looks like 
there are three alternatives: 
we could try to send a man 
up the pole and prune the 
protuding branches, raise 
the nest above the wires or 


move the nest to a higher 
spot,’ said Mr. Fenton. 

Moving the nest or 
attempting to prune the 
branches right now might 
cause the loss of the chicks 
in the nest, It might also be 
dangerous because the 
birds will buzz anyone who 
approaches. Also, climbing 
the pole might panic the 
chicks and cause them to try 
to fly before they are ready. 

So after about an hour 
discussion, the alternatives 
Hydro and MNR came to 
the conclusion that for now 
the best thing they can do is 
wait and hope that nothing 
will happen in the next weck 
or so." The birds should be 
fully fledged and ready to 
fly sometime around the 
end of July. If we can wait 
until they are developed, we 
can move in in the fall and 
move the nest or change the 
poles or whatever proves to 
be the most feasible.

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for the corridor. More 
hearings will be held. Hydro 
hopes to conclude the 
hearings within the next 
five or six months. Farmers 
are being asked to partici- 
pate in the hearings. 

Already, they the 
farmers - are complaining 
because the hearings are 
going to be held during the 
busiest part of the farming 
year when farmers will find 
it difficult to attend the 
meetings. 

So be it. I suggest that 
farmers make it a point to 
attend those meetings; 
make the time, if at all 
possible. The transmission 
line is needed. Any lengthy 
delay will cost all of us much 


more money. If the line isn’t 
completed as soon a5 
possible, more coal-fired 
gnerating will add to pollu- 
tion and costs. 

If farmers want parity

Most peach trees 
survived winter 


Ottario peach growers 
are expecting a reduced 
crop this year because of 
severe winter injury, but the 
prospects aren't as dismal 
as originally predicted. 

‘*Many peach orchards in 
the Niagara Peninsula suf- 
fered. extensive damage 
over the winter, especially 
those wést of Vineland 
toward Hamilton,’ says 
Bob Wilcox, Ontario Mini- 
stry of Agriculture and Food 
fruit and vegetable specia- 
list. ‘However, a number of 
orchards to the cast were 
relatively untouched by 
winterkill.”’ 

Temperatures dropped to 
an all-time low of -26 C (15 
F) during Christmas week. 
Peach buds cannot with- 
stand temperatures of less 
than -25 °C (13 F). 

“The temperatures were 
so cold the peach buds froze 
and there were no blos- 
soms,'" says Mr. Wilcox. 
Trees ‘may be \damaged 
too, but we won't kriow until 
later in July. It looks as if 


_less 


there may be more dead 
wood than usual on the 
trees this year.”’ 

Mr. Wilcox says it is 
extremely difficult to pre- 
dict the outcome of the 1981 
crop. Last year, growers 
harvested an exceptional 
crop of 28 million kg (63 
million Ib) for the. fresh 
market and 4.5 million kg 
{9.8 million Ib) for process- 
ing. This year the crop will 
be down significantly. 

The processing peach 
crop, primarily clingstone 
varieties, suffered much 
damage than 
market peach varieties be- 
cause they are hardier. 
Buby Gold, one of the most 
popular processing peach 
varieties, appears to have @ 
good crop, says Mr. Wilcox. 

Despite the reduced crop, 
growers are planning to 
celebrate the harvest as 
usual with the annual Peach 
Festival August 10 to 22. 
The crowning of the Peach 
Queen is being held August 
16 at Queenston Heights.

Lawns may be lush and 


_ green now, but thousands of

tiny, hairy creatures may be 
lurking just below the 
surface of the grass to sap 
its vigor and leave it brown 
and ugly in August. 


Hairy chinch bugs have 
been causing increasing 
damage to Ontario lawns in 
recent years, says Rick 
Wukasch of the Pest Diag- 
nostic and Advisory Clinic 
at the University of Guelph. 
Females laid eggs in June 
and chinch bugs are deve- 


loping now for another 
year's damage. 

To test your lawn for 
infestation, take a wide- 


mouthed tin can with both 
ends removed. Stick it into 
the lawn and fill with water. 
The grey and white chinch 
bugs float to the top of the 
can. Do this 10 times 
throughout the lawn to get a 


goad indication of the pest 
population. ss 

“If you come up with a 
few chinch bugs in each one 
of these samples, chances 
are your turf grass will be 
damaged,” $ay5 Mr. 
Wukasch. : 

Chinch bugs damage 
grass by sucking plant sap 
for food. Their saliva is, 
injected into the plant at the 
same time, burning the 
grass and reducing its 
vigor. Leaves turn brown 
and irregular brown patches 
develop on the lawn. Weeds 
move into the dead areas to 
complete the disfigurement. 

If the lawn is. infested. 
use carbaryl, diazinon oF 
chlorpyrifos as insecticides. 


‘You want to hit them at :

Wukasch. ‘‘Apply insec- 
ticides during the second or

Apply the insecticides 
just before rain, or soak the 
grass thoroughly after ap- 
plicatoin to ensure the 
insecticide penetrates to the 
base of the plant. 

Also protect your lawn by 
reducing stress on the grass 
through proper watering, 
says Mr. Wukasch. Hot 
summer days force grass to 


lose water rapidly, making 


it even more susceptible to 
the chinch bug. Thorough, 
early morning waterings, as 
needed, keep grass healthy 
even during the semi- 
drought conditions of mid 
summer. 

You can also achieve a 


hardier lawn by seeding or, 


overseeding in the fall with 
a Kentucky bluegrass. 
These have proven to be 
more resistant to chinch 
bugs than most fescue turf 
grasses.

An unusually high num- 
ber of wet nights in some 
parts of Ontario encouraged 
leaf spot this year. This 
starts as small, purplish- 
brown spots or the leaf and 
‘melts out’’ in July leaving 
dead patches similar to 
chinch bug damage. 

If uncertain about the 
cause of lawn damage. 
remove a 30 cm by 30 cm 
section (one square foot) of 
turf from the edge of the 
damaged area and send it to 
the Pest Diagnostic and 
Advisory Clinic, University 
NiG 2W1. 
Include a complete descrip- 
tion of how the lawn is cared 
for year-round.

?Earwigs cat just about 
anything and they can 
damage fruits, flowers and 
vegetables. They come into 
houses on flowers, in 
laundry baskets left sitting 
outside, and even in tubular 
lawn chairs. Around the 
house, they give off an 
unpleasant odor and they 
jurk among foodstuffs and 
clothing 

Cries have the highest 
carwig populations, but 
they are spreading across 
the province, especially into 
parks and other recreational 
areas, Local control is 
difficult because of their 
large numbers and pesti- 
cides aren't very useful in 
many cases, says Mr. 
Wukasch, 

“When you spray your 
yard, the control is short- 
lived,” he says. ‘‘More 
earwigs soon move in and 
reinfest the yard.”’ 

The best controls, he 
says, are baits and traps. 
Baited poisons can be set. 
out in June and early July 
along. building foundations, 
sidewalks, woodpiles and 
any other places earwigs are 
found.

Does all this mean that 
differences between the 
sexes are inborn and there- 
fore outside our range of 
influence? Probably not, if 
we examine how our know- 
ledge of an infant's gender 
influences our behavior. 
From the moment of birth, 
gender determines the color 
of clothing and accessories 
we select for a baby. Almost 
always, the name we choose 
clearly identifies the infant 
as a boy or a girl. 


Researchers have found 
other more subtle 
differences in the way we 
behave toward infants. It 
has been noted that parents 
and other adults handle 
baby girls as they would a 
piece of the fine china, as if 
they were fragile; boys are 
handied in a more rough 
and tumble fashion, as if 
they were sturdy. Mothers 
tend to talk to girls more 
often than to boys, and 
respond more quickly to the 
cries of their daughters than 
their sons. Boys are often 
described as ‘“‘big boys’’, 


while girls are “‘pretty’’ or 


““cute’’.

Many people who do not 
understand plants and their 
growth patterns are often 
hesitant to prune. I some 
times feel that they relate 
removing a branch to the 
cutting off of one of their 
fingers, generally not a very 
pleasant experience. Plants, 
however, are generally bet- 
ter off and grow better when 
pruned. 

The first principle, in my 
mind, is to know your plant 
material. Know its habit of 
growth. When you under- 
stand this, then you can 
prune to assist the plant to 
grow naturally. 

We prune to: 

1. Help plants, recover 
from injury at transplanting 
time. In cases where the 
root system has been 
injured in digging, it is wise 
to remove some of the top 
growth to balance the top 
with the root until the new 
roots are developed to 
support the top growth. 

2. Remove unrestricted 
growth. Many plants grow 
wild and unless they are 
pruned regularly will even: 
tually take over much more 
space than originally in- 
tended. We prune to try and 
keep these plants in 
bounds. 

3. Combined with the 
above, we prune to train 
growth and to alter the form 
of the plant to fit the 
location. ; 
_ 4. Remove dead and 
injured branches. The re- 
moval of these promotes 
fast healing of the injury 
and this reduces damage 
from disease and insects, 
and improves the appear- 
ance of the plant. 

5. Rejuvenate old shrubs. 
Plants such as lilacs, honey-

Summer pruning is gen- 
erally confined to pruning 
the new growth to shape 
plants. Hedges are usually’ 
pruned in summer as are 
evergreens such as Mugho 
Pine, spruce. junipers and 
taxus. 

A detailed discussion on 
pruning individual plants 
can be found in reference 
books available in book- 
stores or local libraries. The 
Ontario Ministry of Agricul-

The development of roads 
in British North America 
was relatively slow due to 
the availability of naviga"le 
waterways which made 


transportation of goods ahd 
people cheaper, quicker and ® 


more comfortable, Governor 
Simcoe authorized the con- 
struction of the first roads in 
the province in 1798; 
sections of Dundas Street 


are still referred to as the 
Governor's Road. Prior to 
this the only passages 
through the wilderness 
were footpaths - travel was 
by foot or horseback.

An im- 
proved model, which did 
allow for comfort, was the 
Caleche. In Upper Canada 
(Ontario) the corresponding 
vehicle was’the small, 
four-wheeled Buggy with 
‘convertible’ top. Similar to 
the Buggy. yet slightly 
longer and having a fixed 
top was the Surrey. From 
this it was a mere transition 
to the more elegant carri- 
ages of prosperous towns- 
folk. 

Yet, for the average 
farmer in nineteenth cen- 
tury Ontario even a buggy 
might have been considered 
a luxury. He would have 
preferred a more utilitarian 
vehicle which could serve 
many purposes. Such vehi- 
cles were the Democrat and 
Buckbéard, both light wa- 
gons with a low box to the 
sides of which’ one or more 
seats could be attached.

Originally, it was custo- 
mary to attach sleigh hells 
to horses’ harnesses to alert 
pedestrians and other vehi- 
cles.

Humane Society 
protests CNE rodeo

Despite appeals from the 
Ontario, ,Humane Society 
and its affiliates, the 


™ Canadian National Exhibi- 


tion has decided to proceed 
with plans to bring ‘‘The 
World's Toughest Rodeo"’ 
to the grandstand show this 
September. 

CNE directors voted in 
favor of the three-day event 
after acting general 
manager Michael Warren 
told them they had to ““bite 
the bullet’’ and decide 
whether they wanted an 
exciting Ex, or to let every 
new attraction “‘go down 


the drain'’ because of 
protesters. 
Mr. Warren (before he 


moved along to take over. 


the Post Office) promised to 
work closely with the 
Toronto and Ontario 
Humane Society to assure 
the rodeo is humane and 
safe. ‘But I cannot - will not 


- guarantee it will be totally,¢ 


risk-free," he said. 


Quite so, Mr. Warren. 


There's no such thing as a 
risk-free rodeo. In fact, 
rodeo is so full of risks that 
four horses died in the 1980 
Calgary Stampede. Yes, the 
risks are infinitely greater 
for the animals than for the 
humans in a rodeo. 

Ik seems that everyone 
wants to be a cowboy these 
days, and maybe that's why 
rodeos are becoming in- 
creasingly popular. You 
don't have to far to find 
(or is it 


why the CNE has jumped on 
the bandwagon with its 
rodeo plans. Most urban 
cowboys would be scared © 
stiff if they ever climbed 
aboard anything as foreign 
to them as a horse. And 
most of those people who 
will pay to see the CNE's 
rodeo will have no idea what 


they're supposed to be 
looking for. 
The Ontario Humane 


Society can, and _ will, 
maintain surveillance of all 
rodeos held in this province 
and deal with individual 
cases of abuse and cruelty 
as they occur. But by far the 
best protection for animals 
would be to discourage, 
perhaps even outlaw rodeos 
from being held in this 
province. 

No rider worth his salt, no 
horseman with any self 
respect at all would ever 
compete in a rodeo. And 
dori’t let anyone kid you into 
believing that rodeo ‘‘cow- 
boys’ are some sort of 
heroes. After all, any fool 
ean fall off a horse. 

Be assured that the 
CNE’s rodeo this fall will be 

ery thoroughly inspected 
py the Ontario Humane 
Society, and there will be no 
hesitation in taking the 
necessary action permitted 
by law if incidents of neglect 
or abuse of animals are 
encountered.

Crop insurance — 
a good investment

In thé fall of 1966, the 
crop insufance program was 
introduced ‘and insurance 
agents sold their first 
policies on the province's 
winter wheat crop. Crop 
insurance has grown rapidly 
in the last 14 years, and now 
serves approximately 
18,000 of Ontario's farmers. 

There are numerous rea 
sons why farmefs buy crop 
insurance, since not every 
farmer is faced with the 
same problem. Most farm. 
ers, however, buy crop 
insurance to protect their 
investment and their future 
in farming. The cost of 
producing crops has soared 
over the last decade and 
farmers insure a new 
tractor aS soon as it arrives 
on the yard; therefore, more 
and more farmers are 
becoming conscious of in- 
surance on their investment 
to produce a crop. Some 
farmers cite stress as 
another factor in purchasing 
insurance. Crop insurance 
agents have heard this 
reason frequently over the 
last few years, since stress 


has become a problem in 
the farming community and 
crop insurance is a big asset 
when it comes to relieving 
stress. 

Some farmers begin buy- 
ing crop insurance when 
they purchase more land. 
With today’s prices, even if 


realize the importance of 
crop insurance since not 
only are they out their 
production costs, but also 
the cash to pay for rent. 

Buying crop insurance 
makes good sense to some 
farmers who would like to 
use it as a tax deduction. In 
good years when a farmer's 
income is up and in a high 
tax bracket, the crop insur- 
ance premium will help 
reduce taxable income. In a 
crop loss year, it is likely 
that what is collected from 
insurance will be taxed at a 
lower rate. Crop insurance 
in this instance could be 
compared to a RRSP. 

Forward contracting is 
risky business but some- 
times the best price for a 
crop comes while it is still in 
the field.

A child's fears can bé an 
indicator of his developmen- 
tal stage. Newborn babies 
are especially afraid of 
falling and of loud noises. 
Before birth they had no 
cause for concern over these 
things and once they have 
adjusted to the noise of 
extrautero life and have 
gained more control over 
their own balance they will 
have less fear of falling or 
loud noises. 

At 7 to 9 months many 
babies ‘‘make  strange”’, 
crying and fussing to avoid 
new faces. This behaviour 
indicates that the infant has 
learned what his parents’ 
faces look like and recog- 
nizes that strangers look 
different. He .will stop 
‘making strange’ when he 
learns more general rules 
for what a face looks like. 
Beards, moustaches, glass- 
es, lipstick or even hair, for 
instance, are optional on 
human. heads. They are 
exceptions to general rules 
on what faces look like. 

Young babies have an 
inborn fear of looming 
objects that look like they 
are going to hit them. For 
this reason care should be 
taken in choosing .a mobile 
to secure over a baby’s crib. 


’ Be sure that nothing reach 


es down low enough to be 
looming over the baby's 
head when he raises himself 
onto his elbows.

infants have developed their 
own emotional set of reac- 
tions to new experiences. 
When they encounter fami- 


” liar toys; people and events 


they react with interest and 
pleasure. Extremely new 
experiences frighten babies 
who try to withdraw by 
looking away, fussing and 
the like. Some babies stop 
what they are doing when 
they are afraid; others 
increase their activity. Some 
avert their gaze to shut off 
stimulation, others fuss in 
hope of being rescued. Once 
the child comes’ to master 
the event it brings laughter 
and pleasure. 

Forty-six years ago (1935) 
two scientists named Jersild 
and Holmes completed a 
study on children’s fears as 
related to their ages. A 
pattern appeared. From 
birth to 2 years, children 
were particularly “anxious 
about sudden movement, 
sudden loss of support, loud 
noises, falling and strange 
objects and persons. As 
they develop more sophisti- 
cated ways of interacting in 
their world, children master 
these fears and begin to 
suffer from new ones 
related to their age. The 
fears of a 2. to 5 year old, 
according to Jersild and 
Holmes, aré more hkely to 
be imaginary or abstract 
things such as the dark, 
imaginary creatures,. ani 
mals, ridicule and threat of 
harm. Children at this stage 
are more capable of antict 
pating danger. Sometimes 


fantasies come from devel. 
opmental conflicts the child 
is currently- working 
through. Imaginary tigers 
and ghosts for example are 
often part of a child's 
struggle with dependency 
and autonomy conflicts. 
How do parents deal with 
children’s fears? Jersild and 
Holmes probed the question 
of helping a child to 
overcome his fears. They 
found that the worst ways to 
approach children’s fears 
were: ignoring the child, 
ridiculing or punishing and 
forcing the child into a 
feared situation. Children 
coped with their fears much 
better when parents used 
the following three ap 
proaches: (1) Explain the 
situation - a two-year-old 
who is afraid of thunder 
should be told thatthe loud 
noise is created by hot and 
cold clouds bumping toge 
ther; (2) Set an example - a 
child will be more likely to 
try touching a rabbit if he 
sees another child his own 
age patting a rabbit. Adults 
or older children are less 


impressive because they are 
bigger than the child and 
therefore appear *..0re mas- 
terful; (3) Help che child 
gain confidence in dealing 
with the feared object, or 
situation - a child who is 
afraid of the dark might be 
given « night light and 
taught «ow to operate it so 
that he hi. some degree of 
control over darkness. 

It is possible to prevent 
children's fears through 
advanced preparation and 
warning and slow introduc 
tion to new experiences 
First visits to the dentist, 
hospital or school are 
usually pretty scary for

tests, thereby climinating 
the necessity of extra feed 
for pregnant ewes. This 
testing would also show up 
undesirables and thus early 
disposal of these. Culling is 
a word many of us do not 
like, but if we are to remain 
competetive, even the best 
ewe im the flock must be 
assessed. 

While there has been a jot 
of discussion regarding 
twice-a-year lainbing, it 
would appear the best 
results have been reached, 
at present, with three 
lambings in two years. I 
know I could sure use those 
extra dollars. As a commer- 
cial breeder with limited 
facilities, my personal reac- 
tion to this system is as 
follows: The necessity of 
keeping fewer rams, as the 
breeding period could be 
broken up to correspond 
with an appropriate ratio. 
Also could control the 
number of ewes bred at one 
particular time, thus 
making better use of pen- 
ning that otherwise would 
remain idle most of the 
year. We were told by a 
representative of Canada 
Packers at a recent meeting 
that one of our biggest 
problems is feast or famine 
market lambs. Controlled 
breeding could well be the 
answer. One big bunch of 
lambs reaching maturity at 
the same time from many 
flocks knocks the price a 
way down. If this could be 
divided by, say four, on 
twelve, a constant supply 
would help to eliminate the 
necessity of packing com- 
panys to import. For that

To sum up, I realize this

Because of this, more 
than three quarters of the 
destitute elderly people in 
Canada are women 
They ve cither been given 
bad advice on how to protect 
themselves financially while 
their husbands were still

‘She can use that lump

Farmers form the backbone of our community 


it was the lure of land 
ownership and the free 
lifestyle of the independent 
farmer that drew settlers to 
the undeveloped regions of 
Canada. In the Madoc area, 
farming offered the settiers 
a means of survival and an 
opportunity to provide for 
their families. Madoc, like 
most smal! communities has 
its roots deeply embedded 
in agriculture and farming 
quickly became the back- 
bone the county.  Al- 
though ‘some carly settlers 
envisioned Madoc as one 
day being a great industrial 
centre, it has remained 
essentially‘a farming com- 
munity. : 


and hardship in order to 
bring the land to a state 
where it could be cultivated, 
sowed and harvested. The 
first major task was clearing 
all the brush and trees to 
create fields. Equipped with 
only a few principal tools 
and a yoke of oxen, the 
farmer faced a formidable 
job. Despite the aid of iron 
and oxen, the greatest 
quantity of labor and toil 
was undertaken by the 
settier himself. 

At this point of land 
development, it was conve- 
nient to érect fences be- 
cause materials were readi- 
ly available. Fences were 
first constructed of pine 
roots. Later cedar rails and 
snake fences prevented 
wandering cattle from dam- 


aging crops. The very old 
phrase, “‘Good fences make 
good neighbors'', expresses 
another important facet of 
the field boundaries. 

After arduous clearing 
and fencing, the farmer 
could begin to cultivate the 
land which was achieved by 
hitching the oxen to a crude 
harrow or breaker plough: 
Then the land was dragged 
with a log in an attempt to 
level it before sowing. 

All field crops were sown 
by hand. Wheat, oats, 
barley, rye. and hayseed 
were scattered with a 
sweeping motion of the arm 
across the fields. A supply 
of seed was carried in a sack 
slung around—the waist. 
Mechanical seeding devices 
and horse drawn seeders 


appeared later in the 
nineteenth century. 

The grain was harvested 
with a grain cradle or 
scythe. The sheaves were 
then bound together with 
twisted grain and left to be 
stacked and dried in the 
fields before it was ready for 
threshing, Before harvest: 
ing was completely mecha 
nized in the 1850s, thresh- 
ing was done by a hand 
flailing method on the barn 
floor. Threshing bees took 
weeks and the work was 
dirty and exhausting. The 
first meager harvests were 
stored in the barn that the 
dedicated settler had built 
for the protection of his 
livestock. 

As soon as a settler's 
finances permitted, a cow 


was bought and a herd 
gradually built up. The 
cattle were able to graze 
during the summer months 
while they were fed hay and 
turnips during the winter. 
The task of bringing the 
cows in to be milked in the 
evening was made easier 
when a bell was attached to 
the cow's neck by a strap, 
Each cow had its own 
particular sound and. often 
the beli could be heard from 
a mile away. 

Milk was an important 
commodity; butter and 
cheese manufacture rapidly 
became a spreading indus- 
trial venture in Hastings 
County. In 1871 the Madoc 
Cheese Factory opened and 
in that year the milk from 
150 cows produced 600

Cheese facgory, while other 
townships organized their 
own co-operatives. 

As the dairy industry 
progressed so did the beef 
market.

Miners munching birches 


Birch trées on lawns are 
easy victims for the birch 
leaf miner and such damage 
is widespread across Ontar- 
io, says Rick Wukasch of the 
Pest Diagnostic .and Advis- 
ory Clinic at the University 
of Guelph. 

“It's almost implicit that 
if you have a birch tree on 
your lawn you have birch 
leaf miner,’ he says. 

The miner attacts the 
white birch (paper birch), 
the European white birch 
(weeping birch), and the 
wire birch (grey birch) -- all 
popular landscape trees. 

Symptoms of an infested 
tree include translucent 
brown splotches on leaves. 
If you hold a leaf up to the 
light you can seen dark 
brown granules and white 
larvae between these pap- 
ery, hollowed-out areas. 

Adult miners emerge 
from the ground as samll 
sawflies in late May and lay 
eggs in developing leaves. 
Lasvae develop seven to ten 
days laters and begin 
feeding on the tissue inside 
the leaf. Blotches appear on 
leaves and larvae . are 
visible. They mature in two 
weeks and drop to the 
ground to pupate. A second 
generation of adults emer- 
ges in early July. 


Although the miner does: 


not ‘kill birch trees, it 
weakens healthy ones. Then 
they are more susceptible to 
other -problems such as 
canker diseases and bronze 
birch borer. 

The more effective meth- 
ods use the systemic insecti- 
cide dimethoate, says Mr. 


Wukasch. You have three . 


options for using insecti-

cides to control the birch 
leaf miner. 

Paint a band of dimwrho- 
ate around the tree trunk in 
spring (up to 15 cm wide), 
or drench dimethoate into 
the soil for absorption by 
roots, or early in spring, as 
adult sawflies break out and 
leaves unfold, spray the 
foliage with insecticides 
having the active ingredient 
acephate, carbaryl, malath- 
ion, oxydemeton-methyl or 
dimethoate. - 

The first generations 
must be controlled in May, 
but you can still control the 


second generation. ‘Spray 
the foliage with any of the 
recommended insecticides 
when you see adult flies on 
leaves in late June and carly 
July. 

“Be sure to follow in- 
structions on the product 
label properly,” 
Wukasch, ‘‘Timing these 
applications is important. If 
they are applied too late 
they may be ineffective."’ 

“It's also important to 
remember to use the proper 
dose. Too much insecticide 
harms the tree, while too 
little does not kill the birch 


says Mr. - 


. leaf miner.”* 


The best way to prevent 
the decline of birch trees is 


to take good care of the * 


trees. Water them well 

/ 
during dry periods and 
fertilize in spring every few 
years to encourage good, 
hardy growth.

Shop for service 


The icy fingers of winter 


can turn a smoothly-paved 
surface into a mine field of 
pot holes and buckling 
pavement. 

But don't let that sight 
panic you into hiring the 
first paving contractor that 
comes your way, warns the 
Ontario Ministry of Con- 
sumer and Commercial 
Relations. 

Ministry officials say 
homeowners should beware 
of paving contractors who 
emerge each spring offering 
once-in-a-lifetime deals on 
repairs or first-time paving 
jobs. 

Homeowners should get 
at least three written 
estimates outlining what 
work ‘is needed and how 
much it will cost. 

Once you have picked the 
right contractor, make sure 
the following terms are 
included in the contract 
before you sign: the names 


-and addresses of the buyer 


and ‘seller: a detailed 


-description- of -goods and 


services including whether 
the driveway is being 
excavated or regraded; a 
detailed description of how 
you will pay for the work; 
any warranty or guarantee 
on the ‘goods and services; 
Starting and completion 
dates; dimensions of the 


total area to be paved; and 
drainage requirements. . 

Despite all your pre- 
cautions, you might find you 
have been ripped off. In that 
event, you have several 
avenues of recourse. For 
example, it's illegal for a 
company to make false, 
misleading or deceptive 
claims under The Business 
Practices Act. 

If you feel the contractor 
made a clear misrepresenta- 
tion you may send a letter 
cancelling the agreement. If 
this doesn't bring any 
satisfaction you may take 
the contractor to court 
under the act. 

Under The Consumer 
Protection Act, you have a 
two-day cooling off period if 
you sign a contract of over 
$50 in your home. The act 
gives you the right to break 
such a contract within two 
working days by sending a 
registered letter to the 
company or by personally 
delivering a letter to the 
company..A. phone call is 
not acceptable. 

For further advice on this 
contact the consumer ser- 
vices bureau nearest you. 
Offices are located in 
Toronto, Hamilton, London, 
Ouawa, Peterborough, Sud- 
bury, Thunder Bay and 
Windsor. 


Under The Mechanic's 
Lien Act, suppliers of goods 
or services not paid by the 
contractor or subcontractor 
can put a lien against your 
property, Therefore, the Act 
requires you to hold back 15 
per cent of all payments 
until $7 days after the work 
is completed, to protect 
yourself from liability. Even 
at the end of $7 days, the 
amounts held back should 
not be paid until you have 
checked with the land 
registry office to make sure 
no liens have been re- 
gistered. If there are liens 
or if you have any doubts, 
contact a lawyer.

Each fall, Ontario corn 
growers are faced with the 
decision of where to store 
their corn crop. The storage 
of shelied corn requires that 
the corn be artificially dried 
down to a safe moisture 
level before being put into 
storage. If a farmer wants to 
store dry shelled corn at the, 
farm it is almost essential 
that he has his own dryer. 

In recent years, most 
commercial elevators in 


Ontario charged at the rate 


of $0.80 per tonne per 
month for storing corn, plus 
$1.20 per tonne elevation 
charge at delivery time 
This charge is based on corn 
with a moisture content of 
15.5 per cent 
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Corn storage requires decision 


Based on a study of 


on-farm storage costs on 58 
farms across Ontario, the 
average annual cost was 
$2.25 per tonne. Total 
on-farm storage costs: de- 
pended on the age, type, 
and annual use of the 
storage structures. The 
average age of storage 
structures on study ranged 
between 4 and 6 years old. 
This annual storage cost of 
$2.25 per tonne is equiva- 
lent to about three months 
of commercial storage at 
$0.80 per tonne per month. 
lt costs money to store 
corn either at the farm or at 
the country elevator. At 
~cither location, handling 
and transportation costs are 
also incurred before the 
corm can be placed into 
storage.

Interest on the stored 
com represents opportunity 
interest at the interest rate 
that the grower could obtain 
by selling -his crop and 
investing the proceeds. 
Shrinkage and invisible loss 
yocur every time that corn is 
nandied, such as in and out 
xf storage. In commercial 
yperations, this loss is 
-alculated into. the wet corn 
conversion tables. Oppor- 
cunity interest has been 
calculated at 12 per cent and 
invisible loss for farm stored 
corn at &% of one per cent of 
an expected corn’ price of 
$147.68 per tonne, or $5.75 
per bushel. 

Total. variable costs for 
on-farm storage {interest on 
the value of the stored corn 
and the amount of invisible 
joss) from the table example 
are: for 8 months $5.20 per 
tonne, or 13.2 cents per 
bushel; and for 6 months, 
$9.60 per tonne, or 24.4 
cents ‘per bushel. The 
annual fixed costs of on 
farm storage for study 
co-operators was $2.25 per 
tonne, or 5.7 cents per 
bushel. 


Total costs from this 
example for on-farm storage 
are: for § months $7.45 per 
tonne, or 18.9 cents per 
bushel; for 6 months $11.85 
per tonne, or 30.1 cents per 
bushel. In comparison, 
storage costs at the com- 
mercial elevator, variable 
costs plus costs of storage 
would be for § months $8.05 
per tonne, or 20.4 cents per 
bushel; and for 6 months, 
$14.86 per tonne, or 37.8 
cents per bushel. 

The decision to store core 
at the farm is based on one 
or more of the following: 

1. Expectation of higher 
corn prices in future 
months; 

2. Desire to keep control 
of niarketing options - once 
corn is delivered to a 
commercial storage facility, 
many marketing rights are 
lost. For ‘example, pre- 
miums for quality corn, and 
the opportunity to avoid 
hauling and handling 
charges by selling direct 
from the farm to the end 
user; and’

Perhaps the old adage 
“‘Wednesday's child is full 
of woe’ offers one explana- 
tion for the fact that some 
babies leave the hospital 
wailing and continue to do 
so well into the first year of 
life despite every effort to 
soothe them. On a more 
rational note, however, re- 
searchers Thomas, Chess 
and Birch have found that 
the key to understanding 
the ‘‘personality’’ of your 
infant lies in the nature of 
her reactions to routine 
activities such as feeding, 
sleeping, bathing and eli- 
minating. 

Parents report that right 
from the moment of birth, 
substantial differences exist 
between babies in their 
sensitivity to things going 
on around them, in the 
regularity of their natural 
sleeping and eating cycles 
and in their ability to adapt 
to changes in routine. 
Babies also differ in their 
general mood, in their 
activity level, and in their 
tendency to approach or 
withdraw from new experi- 
ences. Persistence, distrac- 
tibility and intensity of 
response also varies be- 
tween infants. 

For instance, how does 
sour baby usually let you 
know when she's hungry? (a 
loud piercing cry?, a stirring 
or restlessness?) Does your 
baby gulp down her milk or

» to an four at one 
feeding? Whathappens if 
some activity is going on 
around her during feeding? 
Does she stop nursing to 
investigate noises or move- 
ment or are such distrac- 
tions generally ignored? 
How about her reaction to 
the first taste of a new food? 
Did she smile and smack 
her lips straining for a 
second taste or did you 
quickly move out of her 
spitting range? 

By noticing some of these 
reactions, you will learn a 
great deal about your 
infant's temperament. 
You'll find that patterns in 
your infant's responses 
probably fall into one of 
three basic categories 
easy, slow to warm up, of 
difficult. 

Easy babies eat, sleep 
and have bowel movements 
ona fairly regular schedule. 
They react mildly to hunger, 
nurse steadily and are not 
easily distracted by noises 
or movements in the room 
while they are nursing. 
Easy babies are generally in 
a positive mood, that is they 
tend to approach with 
interest, rather than’ with- 
draw from new foods, 
people and experiences. 

Slow to warm up babies 
are much like easy babies in 
their reactions to hunger 
and distractions. Unlike 
easy babies, however, they 
tend to withdraw from first 
time experiences - ie. they 
reject new foods, new 
people, changes in routine. 
Slow to warm up babies 
usually adjust to new 


__ experiences if given time to 


He“néw-sttuation 
gradually. .. fer example 
offering a little taste of a 
new food regularly over a 
perjod of a few days or 
letting her get used to 
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strangers from your lap 
before you let them handle 
her. 


Difficult babies (often 
called colicky} seem to be 
distressed by just about 
everything. They scream to 
‘be fed, tend to gulp down 
their food and- scream to 
signal they're full. Difficule 
babies seem to be especially 
vulnerable to minor stresses 
in daily life. They have 
totally unpredictable sche- 
dules, and react negatively 
to new foods, visitors etc. 
Parents often report that 


nothing seems to console 
the difficult infant but feel 
that by remaining calm, 
patient and flexible in 
meeting their child's needs, 
they can help her to limit 
her discomfort. Generally, 


the extreme reactions of a. 


difficult child subside by the 

end of the first year: 
Whatever the basic na- 

ture of your baby, noticing 


Temperament varies widely 


her -reactions to daily 
activities can help you 
understand how to best 
meet her needs. This 
usually means adjusting 
your expectations for baby, 
and yourself; for example 
slowing down the pace at 
which you introduce new 
experiences or accepting 
that sometimes your best 
efforts do not soothe a 
difficult baby.

If you do it that way you'll 
find the meat nice and firm, 
but-not too solid, and you 
can cut it with a good sharp 
knife into square chunks, 
and you can remove any fat 
you don't want with a 
minimum of effort. 

Now if you leave it too 
long out of the freezer and 
you find it’s hard to cut, just 
put it back there for a few 
minutes and take it out

And don't forget cither 
that I'm about the laziest 
cook you ever saw, so if I 
can do it you can. 

The big secret here is to 
use beef dripping if you 
have it. So next time you or 
your wife cook a roast of 
beef, pour the dripping into 
a jar and keep it by you for 
the time you come to make 
my Newcastle Brown Ale 
Stew. 

Anyway, if you don’t have 
any beef dripping don’t give 
up, because you can use oil 
or shortening, so it’s no 
excuse that you didn't have 
any beef dripping.

We don't throw any 
potatoes in it right now 
because if you want spuds 
you cam boil them separate- 
ly and either cream them up 
in the way I will describe, or 
you can bake them in the 
oven in their jackets or you 
can boil them up whole, but 
we'll get around to that 
later. 

So for the moment be 
satisfied with carrots, the 
onions and the celery. 

I haven't got to the best 
part of this mess yet, $0 
hang on. E 

The important thing at 
the moment is that the 
vegetables must be cut 
fairly larBely in big chunks, 
because we're going to 
cremate this concoction for 
the best part of three hours, 
as-it takes that long for all 
my precious ingredients to 
do what's expected of them. 

So peel and quarter the 
carrots. That is to say, take 
the normal sized carrot and 
cut it into three parts and 
then split each one down the 
middle. 

Do pretty much the same 
with the celery so that you

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have strips of two or three 
inches in length. 

Gel the smallest onions 
you can find and peel them 
and shove them into the pile 
whole. 

Now when you've got the 


vegetables the way you 
want them, sling them all 
into the large pan in which 
you browned the meat and 
turn them over a few times 
in the juice that’s left there 
after you took the meat out, 
Leave the pan on the heat 
for a few minutes while you 
turn the veg over with a 
wooden spoon and then take 
the pan away from the heat 
and you can start to add the 
flour. 

Now this is the tricky 
part, As you add the flour 
you should sprinkle it over 
the vegetables mixed in the 
gravy. But you add the flour 
a spoonful at a time, mixing 
it in well and keep on 
mixing until you have it all 
in there. 

When 1 first did this I 
didn’t think the flour was 
going to mix and I had 
visions of foaming up some 
kind of a frothy mess with 
lumps like camel's back all 
over the place, but if you 
keep stirring and mixing 
you'll find it will all fit in 
quite satisfactorily. 

I still haven't got to the 
best part, but it's coming. 

Aughis point you take one 
and ®half pints of beef stock 
and a half pints of beef 
stock, Now, here again, if 
you're like me and don’t 
have any beef stock don’t 


turn. away in despair, 
because you can make a pint 
and a half of stock with Oxo 
cubes, or Bovril extract. 
You just take a couple of 
Oxo cubes or one and a half 
tablespoons of Bovril and 
mix it with a pint and a half 
of hot water. When the 
cubes or the extract are 
dissolved in the water pour 
it over the vegetables in the 
pan. 

Now this is it. 

You go to the liquor store 
and you buy a can of “the 
most important ingrediecat. 

Newcastle Brown Ale. 
While you're there get two 
cans so you can drink one 
while you're fixing the stew. 

The only thing is you 
should go to the liquor store 
first so you won't have to 
suspend cooking operations 
while you get it. 

Now, you'll find the can 
has one of those ring things 
on it, so you can open the 
can and pour it into a glass. 
Then you commence to 
drink it. Then you open the 
other can and you'll find it 
will spill all over the. sink, 
the cats and anything else 
that happens to be within 
squirting distance. 

Now I want you to take 
that can of Newcastle Brown 
Ale you've just bought and 
pour it over the vegetables 
in the pan along with that 
ong and.a half pint of Bovril 
or Qxo beef stock or 
whatever you were fortu- 
nate enough to have handy. 

And when you've done 
that leave the whole mess 


on the stove and bring it to a 
boil. When it's nicely 
boiling, take the whole 
mixture and pour it over the 
meat in the casserole. Now 
is the time to do a little 
jiggery-pokery with the 
Spices. 


in the first place, you'll 


need a fair amount of salt 
with this because the 
vegetables are in large 
chunks and will absorb a 
goodly amount of season- 
ing. So take what I call a 
palm of salt, that is just 
enough to fit into the centre 
of the palm of your hand 
and put three times that 
amount into the dish. 

Then take the pepper 
grinder and turn away for at 
least a dozen turns over the 
lot. 

Now you can fiddle about 
the spices. 

You'll need half a tea- 
spoon of mustard. That's 
the hot mustard, Keens, in 
the yellow package. Sling it 
in the mixture. 

And now we are going to 
make a bouquet garni. 
When I came to make this 
bouquet garni I didn't have 
any gauze so I used an old 
handkerchief that was in the 
wash, 

I mean after it had been 
washed, of course. And if 
you don’t know what a 
bouget garni is and after all 
I'm writing this for the men 
cooks, and if the men cooks 
don't know what a bouquet 
garni is don't worry about 
it. 

Because, I'll give it to you 
in detail. 

You take a piece of gauze, 
or as I mentioned an old 
handkerchief from the 
wash, and into it you put a 
series of herbs that go to 
make up the bouquet garni. 

You notice how I keep 


repeating that? 


Bouquet garni. 


Don't you think it sounds « 


elegant? 

Anyway, this is what you 
put into the bouquet garhi. 
One sprig of thyme. Now if 
you have the powdered 
thyme in the bottle or 
whatever that's OK. Put in 
about a teaspoonful. 

Also one bay leaf. Also 
one stalk of parsiey. If you 
have the powdered stuff 
here again put in about a 
teaspoonful. Then take the 
four corners of the handker 
chief and tie them together 

Now the thing about this 
bouquet garni is that you lay 
it in the mixture and as it 
cooks the bouquet garni 
cooks with it and the herbs 
mix with the Newcastle 
Brown Ale Atew, but they 
don't actually get into it, if 
you follow what I mean. At 
the end, you see, you simply 
lift out the bouquet garni 
which is really those herbs 
in a handkerchief, and then 
you throw it away and that 
means you don't get the 
parsley and the thyme and 
the bay leaf in the stew, but 
you do get the aroma, 9r the 
you do get the aroma or the 
bouquet. 

See what I mean. 

In other words, when the 
stew is finished you simply 
dispose of the bouquet garni 
in any way you see fit, 

Naturally, being careful 
of the sharp edges. 

Now we are going to turn 
on the oven. As I mention 
previously, this dish is 
going to cook very slowly, so 
pre-heat the oven to a good 
300 degrees and put the 
casserole in the middle of it 
and leave it there for two 
and a half hours. 

At the end of that time
